1; -You Have requested (through Mr. Loftus)'our comments with respect'"' ' *•***# 
to Judge Gessel's Order of 9/29/71 in "U.S. vs Hubbard Electrometer".

2. I think the first decision that FDA must make with respect to the 
Order is whether or not the Government should appeal, and on what bas 
the Government should or might appeal. The Order condemns the device 
as misbranded under Sections 502(a) and 502(f)(1) of the FD&C Act as 
requested in the Government 1 s Tibel. The order is unique in that it I 
permits a compliance operation (following condemnation) based strict 1 
on disclaimers: ' i-.e. disclaimers in the literature; disclaimers on 
the E-Meters; and disclaimers in statements to be signed by the perso' s 
to be processed with E-Meters as well as by the persons doing the pro 1 
cessing. Traditionally, we have never'consented to, and as far as I I 
know, we have never been subjected to this type of an Order in any j 
earlier seizure action. In any other type of a seizure action that lj 
can envisage, I would say that this would be an undesirable precedent 
that must not stand, and should be vigorously, appealed from. In the 
instant case, however, I do not have that opinion.. 

3. As I see the case, Judge Gessel found that Scientology is a relig on 
and that Auditing is a practice of that religion, and that absent med cal 
,and_sci ent i f i c claims (which make the E-Meters subj'ect to the provisicps 
of the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act) the First Amendment to tie 
Constitution protects adherents of that religion' and their E-Meters fj om 
the sanctions of the FD&C Act.' ' The Judge has given those people an 
opportunity to practice their religion while at the same time he has 
provided a means to point out to the public seeking Scientology 1 s sen ices 
that the E-Meter has no value medically or scientifically. He has ch 1 sen 

•the disclaimer route for doing this. I suppose he really had no othe 
way available to him. He permitted them to use disclaimers in the t 
"religious" literature because that literature was replete with false 
scientific and medical claims. 1 think he has gone about as far as h 
could go in this apparent dilemma. I doubt that the Government could 
get a better Order on appeal, and I suspect we might do worse. From Uhe 
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practical point of view, I believe that FDA can live with the Order 
and that the gullible public can be protected, by ■ i t if the Scientol¬ 
ogists obey it. I do not see this "disclaimer" part of the Order as 
a dangerous precedent because I believe its precedental nature could 
only be associated with religions and articles of food, drug, and device 
used in religions. if false medical claims are used in the future by 
religious groups, we can proceed against them just as we did against 
the E-Meters. For the reasons stated above, I do not believe any pur¬ 
pose would be served in appealing from this Order and I advise against 
it. For your information, the Baltimore District (in whose territory 
the seizure took place) and Mr. Will Swain (who has been intimately 
involved with this case from the beginning) share my opinion. 

4. The second matter which must be considered is what FDA will have 
to do in supervising"the compliance process, presuming neither side 
appeals and the Order becomes final. It.may be that the claimant, 
Founding Church of Scientology may itself appeal; and, if it does the 
Order-wi.l 1 1 ikely be. stayed pending the outcome of that appeal. In 
such case there would be nothing for FDA to do but wait. 

.5.' If there ls.no appeal from either side and the Order becomes final, 
it may. be that the claimant Founding Church of Scientology wi11 not 
avail itself of the opportunity to repossess the condemned article within 
90 days, and in such a case the marshal would destroy the E-Meters and 
there would be nothing further for FDA to do.

6. As you know, the great majority of E-Meters under seizure are other 
than the Mark V'used-by the Church of Scientology, and the Scientology 
literature is replete with references that all other E-Meters are obso¬ 
lete. So, there is no way, in our opinion, that the other E-Meters could 
be used in the religion of Scientology'and, therefore, no way they could 
be brought into compliance. We suppose that an informal arrangement can 
be made between counsel with regard to destruction of these particular 
E-Meters. We do not know how many of the Mark V E-Meters under seizure 
are operable or can be made operable. Maybe none of them can. If such 
is the case, the claimant Founding Church may choose to destroy them 
themselves. It may be that the Founding Church may choose to destroy 
the old 1iterature too. These possibilities should be discussed with 
the U.S. Attorney and opposing counsel. 
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7- In the event that the. claimant Founding Church does choose to post 
the bond and repossess .the E-Meters and the literature for purposes of 
bringing the E-Meters and literature into compliance, then FDA would 
have to supervise the operation. We would ask the Baltimore District 
to undertake this task. We find it difficult to believe that the 
Founding Church in Washington would be willing to put the court's dis¬ 
claimer (from paragraph 5, page 4 of the Order) on the outside cover 
or on the title.page of every piece of literature they have, including 
the seized. 1iterature which would be turned back to them. But if they 
decide to do it, Baltimore would have to supervise it. 

8.. The next point to consider is what the impact of Judge Gessel's 
Order will be on E-Meters currently under import detention or E-Meters 
that will be detained, in the future. We suppose that if the importers 
were willing to file the statements and to affix the disclaimers that 
Judge Gessel ordered in the seizure action we would have to give serious 
consideration to letting E-Meter importers do the same thing. These, of 
course, are legal matters' which you will,.have to consider, and you will 
have to consider the weight’of .this Order against the weight of CCA IX's 
opinion in.the California case and the District Courts' opinion in the 
Minneapol is case. ' ■ • ( '

On Friday afternoon, 9/17/71, at 4:30 PM, Judge Resell disposed of 
claimants' motion to change his Opinion. Present In the courtroom 
for the claimants were Mr. Matonls, Mr. Kreiner, and one other non¬ 
lawyer representative of Scientology whom we have seen in court be¬ 
fore. Present for the Government were Mr. Dodell, Mr. Epstein, and 
a young new Justice Department lawyer who was with Mr. Epstein. 

Mr. Robert Case of Baltimore District was present for FDA. There 
were no spectators. Mr. Kreiner wore a business suit. We have a 
telephoned report this morning from Mr. Case. 

The Judge told Mr. Kreiner that he (the Judge) had a right to his 
Opinion and that he would not change It. 

The Judge comnended Mr. Dodell for the content of the Government's 
proposed order, indicating that it was very close to what he wanted 
to say. Apparently, however, Mr. Dodell had submitted two proposed 
orders. The Judge indicated that he was not so happy with the second 
one. Mr. Dodell told the court that the only difference in his two 
orders was that the second order contained a disclaimer for the lit¬ 
erature as we 11 as the devices. 

The Judge told Mr. Kreiner that the claimants' proposed order had not 
taken into consideration any of the facts as expressed in the Opinion 
and that, therefore, he would ignore it. The Judge said he would use 
Mr. Dodell's first proposed order as a basis for drawing up his final 
order. 

The Judge told the attorneys that he will give them a draft of his 
order on Thursday, 9/23/71, and that he wants the drafts back with 
their comments by 9/27/71. He said that ff they have anything to 
say about any of the points In tfie order they should say so In 10 
words or less. He said he will file his order on 9/28/71. 

Mr. Matonis arrived about 5 minutes late, but the hearing was just 
about over when he got there. 
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There was some discussion at the end of the hearing to the effect 
that the Judge's order will provide for some Injunctive (?) relief. 
Mr. Case tells us that Mr. Dodetl asked the Judge If (by some 
statement which he made) he meant that the order would act as an 
injunction. The Judge said something like: "Call It what you like 
but that's about the way it will be".

In January 1963, approximately 100 Hubbard E-Meters, together with 
a large quantity of various pieces of literature relating to the 
E-Maters, were seised is possession of the Distribution Center, lac., 
the Academy of Scientology, and the Hubherd Guidance Center, Inc., 
all located is Washington, D, C. This setntre was made pursuant to 
aa order of the S. 8. District Court for the District of Columbia 
following the filing of a libel (complaint) by the 0. 8. Attorney, 

The libel alleged that the E-Meters were devices within the weaning 
of the Federal Food, Drug, and Coasts tic Act, sod that they were 
mlsbnmded by false end misleading statements in their labeling 
(the literature) that they ware effective in treating most of the 
diseases to which mankind is heir. The libel also charged that the 
devices were adebraaded in that their Labeling did not bear adequate 
directions for use for treating those conditions. 

The ease was tried before a jury in April 1967. In a general verdict 
the jury found the devices to be misbranded, but without specify lag 
whether die finding was on the first or the second or both of the 
Gowsrnsent's charges* The devices ware condemned by the Court. 

The claimants appealed on the basis of alleged violations of the 
First and Fourth Amendments by tho G o ver nme nt. 

The Circuit Court ruled that all the requlr&saats imposed by the 
Fourth Amendment had been complied with by the Government. The 
Court found that a Libel of Information particularly describing 
the items to be seised sad giving a reasonably particular account 
of the respects in which they were thought to contravene the Federal 
Pood, Drag, and Corns tic Act, had been filed by the United States 
Attorney, that the libel was sub ject to. scrutiny by a United States 
District Judge, and fifest it was only after his review sad by Court

Re your teletype dated June 24, 1971, requesting recent information 
and exhibits received by the field districts from Scientology 
organizations, Minneapolis District received three envelopes of 
printed matter postmarked May 14, 19 and 26, 1971, but no exhibits 
can be located from the mailings at this time. We do have a copy 
of the large dimension booklet entitled "A Petition to Congress,' 1 

On or about May 15, 1971, the Minneapolis District's building was 
postered with the following type materials (copies enclosed). 

From time to time, unknown persons leave several copies of the 
tabloid newspaper FREEDOM SCIENTOLOGY and a recent issue is attached. 

On May 28, 1971, Minneapolis District was visited by a group of about 
10 persons representing themselves as members of the local Church of 
Scientology of Minnesota. One young man who described himself as a 
minister candidate acted as spokesman. After entering the lobby area 
of the building, this young man began shouting various questions at 
Chief Inspector George Goers, Chief Chemist Ron Self, supervisory 
inspector Don Lund, and myself. Questions such as why does FDA 
persecute religion and why does FDA say man is an animal were exclaimed 
We attested to converse with the group but it was of no avail. After 
about 20 minutes, they calmed down somewhat and left the building. 
Afterwards, two news reporters who were present but unknown to us 
expressed their bewiderment at having pulled such an assignment. 

On May 30, 1971 at about 9:00 a.m., I visited the office on other 
business and found an estimated 30 posters glued to the walls and 
windows of the office. Three examples are enclosed. Apparently, 
someone had put them up during the night hoping that they would 
remain up over the long, three-day weekend. We stripped the posters 
from the building as well as some on a neighbor building* 

Since our recent lawsuit (the Court's decision is still pending) 
concerning import detentions of E-meters, we have not maintained 
anyone on the local mailing list and have not received promotional 
matter. Mo investigations are pending. 

A copy of the hand-out sheet "MOT ENOUGH TIME" is also attached. 

This sheet was being distributed in the Minneapolis downtown area 
June 25, 1971, during the noon hour.

E-Meters Attorneys Conference. 

1. On Wednesday, 4/14/71, I participated In a conference in 
Howard Epstein's office. Present were Nathan Dodell and Derek 
Meyer of the U.S. Attorney's office, Joel Krelner, John Matonls, 
and Dave Blip for the claimants, and myself. The meeting had 
been arranged between Matonls and Dodell to attempt to work out 
a satisfactory Consent Decree. 




2. The meeting was tb? parrlfg^as 
far apart as ever.(Both Mr. Epstein and Mr. Dodell took a much_ 
harder line than might have been expected?^ 


3. 


This is what Mr. Krelner wants: 

(1) To end litigation once and for all; 

(2) Agreement from the Government for no more 

multiple seizures; \ 


(3) No more detentions; \ 

(4) That any in personem appearance be limited 

to the Founding Church of the District of Columbia; 

(5) That they continue using the E-Meters. 

\ 


4. In return, he will look to doing things to the Scientology 
literature and promotions that will make them more acceptable,or 
less objectionable, to the Government. He did not offer anything 


concrete as to how he would do this. 
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5. Mr. Epstein said the Government wants what the Government 
asked for in the In rem complaint: a declaration that the 
article Is misbranded; condemnation; compliance If compliance 
can be effected. He told opposing counsel that they can 
default and that would wind up the law suit. Alternatively, 
he told them they could enter into a Consent Decree of Condem¬ 
nation. He explained that the purpose is not necessarily 
destruction, but such a decree allows the goods to be reworked 
to conform to the statute. He told them we either work out a 
Consent Decree or we litigate. Mr. Dodell said that in order 
to have something that can be considered by the Government, 
they would have to: 

(1) Give up the E-Meter; or 

(2) Eliminate in the literature all references 

to cures. 

6. Mr. Krelner said his main concern would be multiple seizures. 
Mr. Epstein said that Consent Decrees had been the basis for 
multiple seizures in the past. 

7. Several times during the conference, Mr. Blip tried to talk 
about theology. Each time Mr. Epstein said we are not litigating 
theology.

8. Mr. Dodell said that the claimants would have to accept that 

they cannot make claims that auditing will cure. He also said 

they could not make claims for engrams because their literature 

Is replete with references that engrams cause disease. He said, 

"If you are willing to cease distributing any literature that 
any 

makes/clalms that auditing can cure, diagnose, alter the function 
of the body-and In addition remove the scientific references— 
then we can talk." He said, "If you will stop using the E-Meter, 
there Is no problem." He said that Mr. Matonls had said in open 
court and In chambers that the E-Meter Is not essential In 
Scientology. Mr. Krelner said, "It's not essential; It’s vital. 
If you can make the distinction." 

9. There was much back and forth conversation about current 
practices. Mr. Dodell said Kreiner's trial brief Indicates that 
in 1962 the Church gave up spiritual healing as a matter of 
policy and that their current practices are In no way now under 
the FD&C Act. Mr. Krelner said, "I said Dlanetlcs was not 
practiced In 1962. That's true. But I didn’t say It's not 
practiced today." Mr. Matonls suggested that we do "as the 
Court of Appeals said," l.e., consider that the claims are a 
part of the dogma, and make a few changes here and there, putting 
in "a few holy words." Mr. Dodell said that technique Is "cute" 
and the auditors magazine he offered (to the court) a few weeks 
ago shows Chat "Dlanetlcs the Modern Science of Health" Is 
touted In the 1970 Auditors magazine as the first book, just as 
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Page 4 - THE GENERAL COUNSEL 

valid today as it waa then. Mr. Epstein cut this conversation 
short by reminding the group that we were talking about 1962 
and not now. 

10. Mr. Epstein reminded the Scientology lawyers that the CCA 
did not say the judgment below was not properly founded. They 
juat said It waa technically erroneous. He reminded them that 
the Government won the first time around and they were trying 
the case again simply because of a technicality. Mr. Krelner 
said, "Both sides think It's In the bag." He said that 
Scientology will win this case In the Supceme Court. If they 
don't, they'll win "the current case." If they don't do that, 
they'll make the Meters locally. 

11. Mr. Krelner said that what Mr. Epstein and Mr. Dodell are 
asking la more than he can offer right now. But he asked If 
(arguendo) "We gave you that would you accept the rest of our 
consent decree?" Mr. Epstein said "no.” Mr. Epstein says the 
problem Is the E-Meter must be taken out of the FD&C Act. It 
cannot be taken out by picking and choosing specific examples. 

He gave an anology of a misbranded thyroid pill that the manu¬ 
facturer wanted to relabel part way. 

12. There was discussion about what would be the effect of an 
In personem aspect to the Consent Decree. Mr. Krelner said that 
he does not think the claimant could enforce a decree with "a 
hundred churches around." He said that the principal organization 
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in the United States is the Church of Scientology of California. 

He said he has authority to make changes in the books of 
Scientology, and he has this authority both from the Church in 
California and from L. Ron Hubbard himself. 

13. Mr. Kreiner said, "We are not taking any books off the market. 
They are 70 percent philosophy." Mr. Epstein said the Government 
is interested in the remaining 30 percent: not philosophy, hot 
religion. 

14. Mr. Kreiner said that between 1962 and 1969, Scientology did 
not practice spiritual healing, but it does now. "I've received 
more than a 1,000 hours of auditing and only a little was on 
Dianetics." He is a "clear." From 1951 on, spiritual healing 
slowly faded into non-existence. He said that basically they 
found that people were not getting healing so they sent them to 
doctors. "I was sent to doctors." "Engram auditing is a very 
small part of Scientology." 

15. At one point, Mr. Kreiner said, "We'll take the current books 
being sold and take out offending claims." Mr. Dodell asked him 
what he Intended to do about the tons of literature that are 
already out that violate the Act, and about the many, many Meters 
that are in the hands of individuals all over the country. He 
suggested that the "Church" would have to write letters of recall 
to each and every one of these people wherever they might be in 

the U.S., the Virgin Islands, Puerto Rico, or the Trust Territories. 
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16. After much of this type of conversation back and forth, 

Mr. Epstein took off his coat, went to his desk, and said in 

a loud voice, "This is nonsense, we've gotten nowhere. I'm too 
busy,” and briefly commenced doing other work. Mr. Dodell 
wanted to, and did continue communicating with the other people. 

He told Mr. Kreiner that by the end of this week, he will give 
Kreiner an answer re Kreiner'a proposals 1, 2, and 3. He said 
that A is out of the question. Mr. Kreiner wanted a statement 
from Mr. Loftus about 1, 2, and 3. Mr. Loftus said that if 
somehow the Scientologists can put themselves in compliance 
with the FD&C Act, then there would be no detentions, no 
multiple seizures, and no more litigation. But he told the 
attorneys quite frankly that he knew of no way this could be 
done without the discontinuance of the use of the E-Meter, or 
the complete recall and retirement of all of the literature 
that Scientology has. 

17. At the end of the meeting, Mr. Epstein said he would be 
willing to have the decree say that the claimants in consenting 
are not making any admissions as to fact or law. Mr. Kreiner 
thought this was a tremendous concession from the Government. 

Addendum : 

As the lawyer's were going out the door, Mr. Blip handed Mr. Epstein 
a magazine which appeared to be Scientology's latest public relations 
effort.vs. FDA. Mr. Dodell has it. I scanned it. To Dodell, 
Epstein, and myself, it appeared to be a reprint of the claimants' 
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brief with an introduction added.

I- Assistant U.S. Attorney Nathan Dodell telephoned me on 4/7/71, 
and.advised me that the meeting with the claimants^attorneys will 
be in Howard Epstein's office at 10:00 o:clock a.m. on Wednesday, 
4/14/71. Mr. Epstein's office is in the Star Building at 1101 
Pennsylvania Avenue, N.W., Room 2113. Mr. Dodell advised me that 
if anyone from our General Counsel's office is able to come, that 
person will be welcome. With regard to my own participation in 
the meeting, he wanted to alert me to his feeling that the Government' 
should not speak with two voices. I assured Mr. Dodell that I 
would not in any way inhibit, frustrate, or embarrass him or ■ 

Mr. Epstein during the meeting.- He suggested, and I agreed, 
that should I have any ideas while the conversation in going on, 

I would get those ideas to him by means of a little note. I 
made it clear to Mr. Dodell that I would not in any way be a 
party to any representation by him or. Mr. Epstein that any 
proposal that may come from him or Mr. Epstein which does not - 
represent, the views of FDA or the Department of HEW is concurred 
in-by FDA or HEW. I made it clear that if I am asked by any 
representative of claimants^counsel whether or not FDA agrees 
or disagrees witli what Mr. Dodell proposes or concurs in, I 
will not remain silent. 




2. Mr. Dodell said that our (the Justice Department's and his) 
position is that way back in November 1970, we (he and presumably 
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the Justice Department) said that the claimants have to come 
up with a willingness not to distribute literature with 
therapeutic claims. They have not yet done so. If they are 
not willing to do this, we (U.S. Attorneys office and the 
Justice.

"Are you-insisting on destruction?" Mr. Dodell said we (he

Dear Judge Nordbye; 

Enclosed for filing you will find numerous Affidavits in 
opposition to the Government's Motion for a reconsideration of 
its earlier Motion for Summary Judgment. You will recall I 
asked the court for additional time to file these Affidavits 
■ :on the date of the hearing. These Affidavits, together with 
"those previously submitted, substantially outline Plaintiff's 
position in this case. This letter will serve as a short brief 
in opposition to Defendant's Motion. 


In substance. Plaintiff's Affidavits establish the following un¬ 
contradicted facts: 


(1) The Church of Scientology is a bona fide religion. 

(2) Auditing is the fundamental and central confessional 
practice of the Church of Scientology. 

A 

(3) The practice of auditing deals with man's spirit. 
Scientologists believe that through auditing, one's 
spirit can be freed. Church of Scientology ministers 
carry this belief into practice even though their 

1 financial reward for such a commitment is minimal. 

The highest paid officials of the Church of Scientology 
range in annual salary from $941.13 to $3,283.37 from 
1967 through 1970. 
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(4) The E Meter is used by Church of Scientology ministers 
■ and ministerial students as an adjunct to the practice 

of auditing. Scientologists believe the E Meter is ' 
able to measure spiritual activity. 

(5) The books and literature of the Church of Scientology re¬ 
late and describe the beliefs and practices of the Church.. 
Those books and literature and all the statements and 
claims contained therein are wholly religious. 

(6) Some of the books and literature of the Church of Scientology 
enunciate the belief that one’s spirit cah be healed through 
auditing and that resultant healing of the body can take 
place. In this connection, no claim for healing is made 

for the E Meter but there are religious claims made for 
healing in connection with the practice of auditing. 

(7) Comparative examination of other religions establish: 

(a) Their books and literature make numerous healing 
claims. 

(b) The books and literature refer to an abundance of 

• artifacts which are used in connection with the 

healing claim processes. 

(c) There are many artifacts to which healing powers 
are attributed by the books and literature. 

(d) Many of these religious artifacts are shipped in 
foreign commerce. 

Certainly the most significant aspect of this case is the fact that 
Scientology is a bona fide religion. The Constitution and the 
decisions rendered thereunder have imparted to religious beliefs 
and practices a special position with regard to Government scrutiny 
and interference. 

The Supreme Court in Sherbert v. Verner , 374 U.S. 398, 83 Set 1790 
(1963) , observed with respect to State Regulation of religious 
practices: \ 


"Only the gravest abuses, endangering paramount in¬ 
terest, give occasion for permissible limitation of 
religious freedom; no showing merely of rational re¬ 
lationship to some colorable state interest will suffice. 
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Thus, it is only upon a showing of compelling state interest that 
the Government can regulate or interfere with religious practices . 

Religious doctrine and beliefs , on the other hand, may not be sub¬ 
jected to judicial or governmental scrutiny under any circumstance. 
This is the teaching of the United States v. Ballard, 322 U.S. 78 
(1944). For the court to question the' truth or falsity of any religio 
doctrine or belief is absolutely proscribed by BallardT The Govern¬ 
ment can no more assume religious beliefs and doctrines to be true 
than they can assume them to be false. Religious doctrine and beliefs 
cannot be brought into the courtroom for an evaluation of any sort. 

The Court of Appeals in The Founding Church of Scientology of 
Washington, D.C. v. The United States, 3TT9 'FT 2d 1146Cert. Den. 397 
U.S - . 9 6 3 ri969y; recognized" ana observed the constitutional limitation 
imposed by Ballard and stated, at page 1156, 

"Rather the holding of the case seems to be that regu¬ 
lation of religious action which involves testing in 
the Court of the truth or falsity of belief is barred 
by the' First Amendment." (Emphasis■ Supplied) 

Recently, the Ninth Circuit'purported to observe the Ballard Rule 
in Church of Scientology of California v. Elliot Richardson, et al. 
Fed., 2d (Ca 9-19 7X7! In that case, the Ninth' - Circui£ 

erroneously holds that since the E Meters appear to be misbranded in 
that they fail to bear adequate directions for use, the truth or 
falsity of the religious beliefs were not brought into question. The 
logical dilemma in that court's reasoning is obvious, for in order 
to establish Food and Drug jurisdiction, the E Meters must first be 
deemed to be "devices". In that connection, the court stated 

"Appellant's claims in its literature regarding the 
application of the device in the practice of religion 
were presumed to be true for the purpose of determining 
its intended use." (Emphasis Supplied) 

The Constitutional Guarantee protecting religious beliefs from any 
courtroom evaluation is indeed hollow if the Government may, by pre¬ 
suming truth, do that which it was not permitted to do by establxsning 
falsity. Indeed, the tenor of the Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act, as it 
relates to this case, is that the article of device is "misbranded". 
The subtle maneuvering which the Government engages in in order to 
condemn the Church of Scientology by pointing directly to that which 
is acknowledged to be religious doctrine and belief, ought not be 
countenanced by this court. This is the arena of forbidden domain 
delineated in Ballard .

Even if one assumes the Government may presume doctrinal religious 
literature and statements contained therein to .be true for purposes 
of establishing they have a "device" which is subject to their 
jurisdiction/ the Government's position fails in other particulars. 
Perhaps most troublesome of these particulars is that the Government 
is dealing with the Church of Scientology with "an evil eye and an 
uneven hand" in that other established religions use artifacts in 
connection with certain healing processes enumerated in their literatu: 
and, in some cases, make healing claims for the artifact itself. 
Plaintiff's Affidavits reveal numerous artifacts which the organized 
religions ship in foreign commerce and for which direct.healing 
claims are made. That Food and Drug refuses to interfere with these 
practices while it discriminatorily deals with Plaintiff certainly 
raises a strong factual question of invidious discrimination. All 
religions using artifacts in healing should be subject to the harass¬ 
ment which the Government would seek to impose upon Plaintiff by the 
Rule of Law it seeks to establish in the instant case. 


In summary, Plaintiff has outlined the obvious reasons why the 
Government's Motion for Summary Judgment must fail. The Government 
is seeking to impose a rule of law on a minority religious sect which 
it should be willing to candidly acknowledge would be constitutionally 
infirm if applied to Catholics, Protestants or Jews because it brings 
basic religious doctrine into the courtroom for evaluation. And, 
as Plaintiff's Affidavits demonstrate, the religious practices and 
beliefs which can be affected by such a rule of law are manifold.

E-METER DEVICES OFFERED FOR IMPCRT 


1 747 : 


In the case of The Founding Church of- Scientology of 
Washin & ton, D. C□ v* U. S. . the Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia on February 5, 1969, in a 2 to 1 decision, reversed 
the judgment of the District Court which had c end craned a number 
of E-Meter devices. On March 11, 1969, the Government filed a 
petition for rehearing with the Court of Appeals. 

The majority opinion stated that under the circumstances 
in this case the First Amendment to the Constitution precluded a 
judicial review of the literature of the Church to determine its 
truth or falsity. However, the majority opinion pointed out that 
that this holding would not prevent condemnation of the device 
if its labeling were found to lack adequate directions for use. 

In the District Court, the Government had charged that the 
devices were misbranded on two grounds: (1) that the labeling 

was false and misleading, and (2) that the labeling failed to bear 

i ' 

adequate directions for use. The case had gone to the jury on 
both allegations of misbranding and the jury had returned a verdic? 
in favor of the Government without specifying whether it relied 
on one or the other or both of the misbranding charges. Conse¬ 
quently the majority opinion of the Court of Appeals declared that 
the jury might have reached its verdict at least in part upon a 
determination that the Church literature was false. This, the 
majority declared, would violate the First Amendment tc the 
Constitution. 

In the case of The Church of Scientology of California v.

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of California dismissed an injunction suit brought by thJe7Qjigrch. 
to restrain the Government from detaining E-Meter devices offered 
for import into‘this country in the State of California. The 
basis ror detention was that the devices were misbranded' under 
Section 502(f)(1) in that their labeling failed to bear adequate 
directions for use. Affidavits filed by the Government in this 
case established that the Church in California was selling 
literature in its bookstores which made therapeutic claims for the 
devices in the treatment of many serious disease conditions. The 
Government did not contend that this literature was labeling nor 
did it contend that the labeling was false or misleading. The 
Government did contend that the labeling which accompanied the 
devices, namely, an instruction sheet, failed to bear adequate 
directions for use in the treatment of the disease conditions for 
which the devices were intended. The judgment of the District 
Court was entered on January 23, 1969, a week before the opinion 
of the Court of Appeals of the District of Columbia. 

On February 23, 1969,_The Church of Scientology„of Cali-. 

fornia filed a motion at Los Angeles- in effect asking the Court 
to reopen the case in the light of the opinion of the Court of 
Appeals for the District, of Columbia. The Government opposed the 
motion cn the ground that the cose in Los Angeles did not challenge 
the truth’ of Church literature but hinged sol.ely upon the failure 
of the devices to bear adequate directions' for use. For this 
reason, the Government contended, there was no conflict between 
the judgment in the California case and the opinion of the Court 
of Appeals for the District of Columbia. On March 17, 1959, the 
U. S. District Court.at Los Angeles orally denied the motion of the- 
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Church to reopen. Counsel for the Church have indicated that there 
will be an appeal from this ruling. 

• On March 12, 1969, The Church of Scientology of Minnesota

and others to restrain the defendant from detaining E-Meter devices 

offered for import in Minnesota. Those devices had been detained 
on the basis of the allegation of misbranding under Section 502(f}(l 
for failure to bear adequate directions for use. Subsequently, a 
spot check was .made..in. a..number of District offices of-the Food - 
and Drug Administration to determine-whether bookstores of the 
Church of Scientology in various parts of the country were still 
selling and distributing Church literature which made therapeutic 
claims for the E-Meter devices. The results of this spot survey 
showed that literature making essentially the same therapeutic 
claims for the use of the E-Mater in the treatment of serious 
disease conditions is available in various parts of the country. 

Many of the E-Meters which are now coming into the country 
bear a plaque or other label which states in substance that the 
device is not intended or effective for the diagnosis, treatment 
or prevention of any disease. 

Under the import provisions of the statute, Section 801(a), 
the Secretary is required to refuse admission of an import into tie 
[country if it appears that the article offered for import ic mis¬ 
branded. 

From our investigations, it is clear that the E-Meter 
devices are still intended for use in the treatment of serious 
disease conditions. It is also clear from the label statement of 
[the -devices “that they are not effective in-the_f^ 
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disease. It therefore follows that these devices appear to be 
misbranded within the meaning of Section 502(f)(1) for failure 
to bear adequate directions for use and should be detained upon 
that ground. This view is supported by yet another judgment in 
favor of the Government in the case of Church of Scientology v.. 
Cohen handed down by the U. S. District Court for the Western 
District of Texas on March 13, 19S9. '

Judge Roberts added "clearly, 
no one has a vested right to 
trade with foreign nations.”

“THROUGHOUT Scientology 
literature can be found claims 
regarding the curative effects of 
E-meter processing. The United 
States Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration, under the Secretary of 
Health, Education, and Welfare, 
has ruled that because of these 
various claims, E-meters are 
misbranded devices within 21 
U.S.C.A., sec. 3S2. This position 
is maintained even though there 
is a label affixed to each E-met¬ 
er cautioning the user that it is 
'not intended or effective for the 
diagnosis, prevention, or treat¬ 
ment of any diease,’ but that 
it is ‘for use in Scientology.’ ” 

The Church of Scientology of 
Texas filed suit against HEW al¬ 
ter FDA intercepted a number 
of die E-meters en route to the 
Scientology group in Austin. No¬ 
tice of this action was given by 
FDA Feb. 20, 1968. 

The plaintiffs met with FDA 
representatives in Dallas last 
April. 

Judge Roberts said the Scien¬ 
tology people apparently be- [ 
lieved that further proceedings J 
with FDA “would be futile’’ and ? 
chose instead to file the court ! 



The judge said that Congress 
had given the HEW secretary 
"very bmud powers over im- 
ixirts he believes lo be mis¬ 
branded. There is no stiilutory 
requirement that the articles ac¬ 
tually lie misbranded; it is suffi¬ 
cient if they only appear to lie. 
misbranded." 

THF, PLAINTIFFS did not 
quarrel with this gram of discre¬ 
tion by Congress, the judge re¬ 
ported, but they said the secre¬ 
tary’s action violated their free¬ 
dom of religion under the first 
amendment to the U.S. Constitu¬ 
tion. 

Judge Roberts disagreed with 
this contention. He cited a recent 
court decision involving the 
Church of Scientology of Califor¬ 
nia against Secretary Cohen, 
said to embrace "almost identi¬ 
cal facts” with the Texas case. 

The court in California decid¬ 
ed that as a matter of law: 

"The exercise of religious free¬ 
dom does not include the free¬ 
dom to violate the federal Food 
Drug, and Cosmetic Act. 

“. . . plaintiff assert it is a 
bona fide religious organization. 
Assuming this to be true, the 
freedom of religion guaranteed 
by the First Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States 
does not afford plaintiff the 
right to import devices that are 
misbranded within the meeting 
of the federal Food, Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act, an act which has 
as its purpose the protection of 
the public health.

Judge Wright stated: 

1. The opinion does not held e prim facie shoving that 
Scientology is a religion cannot be rebutted; 

2. That all Scientology literature is larame from the 
Act; 

3. That the food and Drug Act has no application to 

the activities of religion. On the contrary, the Act 
nay bo applicable to adult er ated foods, drugs, or 
devices or to misbranded drugs or devices which lack 
adequate directions for me. • The holding prevents 
e finding of false labeling as the basis of religious 
literature. In this connection. Judge Wright sets 
a dichotomy between adu lt erated products which he 
finds to bo contraband per so and those products which 
are merely misbranded due to false claims and not in 
and of themselves harmful. 

The Court says that the government should have proven 
that even if Scientology la a religion, auditing services have 
been peddled to the general public on the basis of wholly non- 
religious, pa aud o-ecleatlflc representations. 

There was evidence to this effect la the case.

The Gov¬ 
ernment further charged that the instruments were “devices” 
lacking “adequate directions for use,” in further violation 
of the Act.' After a jury trial, a general verdict "for the 
Government" was returned, and a judgment and decree of 
condemnation was entered.

Appellants 6 contend that seizures such as (his are gov¬ 
erned by the warrant clause of the Fourth Amendment, 
which provides that “no Warrants shall issue, but upon prob¬ 
able cause, supported by Oath or affirmation, and particu¬ 
larly describing the place to be searched, and the persons 
or things to be seized.” Since in appellants' view the war¬ 
rant of seizure was not issued “upon probable cause, sup¬ 
ported by Oath or affirmation,” they contend that the 
exclusionary rule bars the use in evidence in a condemna¬ 
tion proceeding of the matter seized. 

In arguing the Fourth Amendment issue, the parties have 
concentrated chiefly upoirthc question whether the.exclu¬ 
sionary rule applies to condemnation proceedings under the 
' Act. 1 Because we find that the seizure in this case was 
“reasonable” under the applicable Fourth Amendment stand¬ 
ards, wc do not reach that question. 

The Fourth Amendment protects “lt|he right of the 
people to be secure in their persons, houses, papers, and 
effects, against unreasonable searches and seiz.ures.”

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Though warrants arc generally necessary for arrests of 
persons and for searches, tire warrant requirement has not 
traditionally been imposed upon scb.urcs of the type in¬ 
volved in this ease—attachment of property in the course 
of civil proceedings.

The Government has charged that the 
instruments seized, Hubbard Electrometers or “E-meters,” 
are "devices” as defined in the Act 1 *; that the literature 
seized constitutes "labeling" of the device, in that it is 
“written, printed, or graphic matter * * * accompanying” 
the device’ 5 ; and that this “labeling” is false or misleading.

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A. Appellants in this ease, claimants to the seized materi¬ 
als, arc individual and corporate adherents to the movement 
known as Scientology! The movement apparently rests al¬ 
most entirely upon the writings of one man, L. lion Hub¬ 
bard, an American who maintained the headquarters of the 
movement in England at the lime this action was brought. 

In the ear|y 1950's, Hubbard wrote tracts elucidating what 
he called "Dianctics.” 16 Dianctics is a theory of the mind ■ * 

which sets out many of the,-therapeutic techniques now used 
by Scientologists, including techniques attacked by the Gov¬ 
ernment in this case as false healing. 

t 

The basic theory of Dianctics is that man poss> ■;-■■■■ * ■ • 

a reactive mind and an analytic mind. The analytic mmu 
is a superior computer, incapable of error, to which can be 
-- attributed none of the human misjudgments which create 
social problems and much .individual suffering. These are 
traceable rather to the reactive mind, which is made up of 
: “engrams,” or patterns imprinted on the "nervous system in 
i moments of pain, stress or unconsciousness. These iin- 
! printed patterns may be triggered by stimuli associated with 
tile original imprinting, and may then produce unconscious ; 

: or conditioned behavior which is.harmful or irrational. 17

; Dianctics is not presented as a simple description of the 

mind, but as a practical science which can cure many of 
the ilis of man. It terms the ordinary person, encumbered 
! by the "engrams” of his reactive mind, as a “preclcar,” 
by analogy to a computer from which previously pro¬ 
grammed instructions have not been erased. The goal of

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Diane tics is to make persons “dear,” thus freeing the ra¬ 
tional and infallible analytical mind. The benefits this will 
bring are set out in considerable and alluring detail. All 
mental disorders are said to be caused by “engrains,” as,are 
nil psychosomatic disorders, and that concept is broadly 
defined. 18 

A process of working toward “clear" is described as 
"auditing.” .This process was explicitly characterised as 
"therapy” in Hubbard’s best-selling book Dianetics: The 
Modern Science oi : Mental Health (1950). The process 
involves conversation with an “auditor” who would lead 
the subject or. “preclear” along his “time track,” discover¬ 
ing and exposing “digrams’* along the way. Though audit¬ 
ing is represented primarily as a method of improving the 
spiritual condition of man, rather explicit benefits to bod¬ 
ily health are promised as well. Hubbard lias asserted that 
arthritis, dermatitis, asthma, some coronary difficulties, eye 
trouble, bursitis, ulcers and sinusitis arc psychosomatic and 
can be cured,.and further that tuberculosis is “perpetuated 
by engrains.” 19 

A few years after the appearance of Dianetics, Hubbard 
began to set forth the broader theories of Scientology. Dia- 
netics was explicitly endorsed as part of Scientology, “that 
branch * * * that covers Mental Anatomy.” 20 Testimony 
by Scientology adherents at the trial made clear that they 
continue to uphold the theories of Dianetics, though they 
feel that there may have been some errors in early formu¬ 
lations. . . 

With Scientology came much of the overlay which lends . 
color to the characterization of the movement as a religious

21 lie argues that man is essentially a free 
and immortal spirit (a “thetan” in Scientological terminol¬ 
ogy) 22 which merely inhabits the “mest body" (“mest” is 
an acronym of the words matter, energy, space, time). 23 
Man is said to be characterized by tire qualities of “being¬ 
ness." “havingness,” and “doingness.” 24 Tire philosophical 
theory was developed that the world is constructed on the 
relationships of "Affinity,” "Reality” and "Communication,” 
which taken together are denominated “the ARC Triangle." 25 

On the more mundane level, early in the career of Scien¬ 
tology Hubbard’s foilowers-at least those in the United 
States-began to constitute themselves into formal religious 
bodies. The Founding Church of Scientology of Washing¬ 
ton. D. C., one of tire appellants, was incorporated in the 
District of Columbia in 19-55. A formal creed was promul¬ 
gated.and was made part of-the Articles of Incorporation. 

. From the literature of the movement in evidence at trial, 

| it appears that the move toward formal religious organiza- 
! tion disturbed some adherents of Scientology, who seem 
I to have regarded it as an attempt to provide a legal cloak 
; for the movement’s activities. But Hubbard defended the 
| church movement, disavowing mysticism or supcrnaluralism, 

[ but pointing out the kinship of his ideas with tiiose of the 
j Vedas and other Eastern religious doctrines. 26

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organizations in llie District of Columbia is providing’‘audit¬ 
ing,'’ at substantial fees (at (lie time of trial $500 for a 25-. 
hour course), to persons interested in Scientology. The 
at filiated Academy of Scientology is engaged in training 
auditors. Auditors are paid directly by the Church. There 
is no membership in the Church as such; persons are ac¬ 
cepted for auditing on the basis of their interest in Scien¬ 
tology (and presumably their ability to pay for its benefits). 

The Hubbard Electrometer, or Euncter, plays an essen¬ 
tial, or at least important, part in the process of auditing. 
The E-meter is a skin galvanometer, similar to those used 
in giving lie detector tests. The subject or “prcclcar” holds 
in his hands two tin soup cans, which are linked to the 
electrical apparatus. A needle on the apparatus registers 
changes in the electrical resistance of the subject’s skin. 
The auditor asks questions of the subject, and the move¬ 
ment of tire needle is apparently used as a check of the 
emotional reaction to the questions. According to complex 
rules and procedures set out in Scientology publications, 
the auditor can interpret the movements of the needle after 
certain prescribed questions are asked, and use them in diag¬ 
nosing the mental and spiritual condition of the subject. 
The E-meters are sold for about SI25, and are advertised 
in Scientology publications available at the Distribution . 
Center adjoining the Church. 

The Scientology movement in the District of Columbia 
also offers the entire range of Scientology publications for 
sale. Over the years this literature has grown into a formid¬ 
able corpus. Hubbard’s two early books on Dianctics arc 
sold, along with later treatises developing Scientology. A 
large number of pamphlets and tracts supplement the hard¬ 
cover books.. The movement has a monthly magazine, 
Ability, which at the time of trial had published over 100 
numbers. In addition, “L. Ron Hubbard’s Professional Audi¬ 
tors’ Bulletins,” numbering at least 80 at the time of trial, 
arc collected and published in pamphlets. Much of this 
literature is before the court as exhibits in evidence, and a 
large proportion of it stands condemned by the District 






Court's decree as ‘‘false or misleading labeling” of the 
H-meter: 27 

B. Willi this factual background in mind, we turn to the 
litigation of this case in the District Court, The Government 
has framed this as a typical Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act 
case, involving a device whose accompanying promotional 
literature makes claims to curative powers unsupported in ■ 
fact. The Government has culled from the vast literature 
of Scientology a large number of statements which assert 
or imply that “engrams” or the "reactive mind” cause vari¬ 
ous conditions, mostly those normally considered mental 
or psychosomatic disorders, but also including diseases or 
conditions which standard medicat opinion would regard as 
organic. Further statements have been found asserting that 
auditing or processing, in clearing away the “engrams,” can 
cure or alleviate these conditions. And finally statements 
have been introduced indicating that the E-meter is essen¬ 
tial to, or at least useful in, auditing or processing. On this 
.basis,. the Government claims to have shown tiiat the 
;E-nicter is a “device” within the meaning of the Act, in 
’that it is “intended * * * for use in the diagnosis, cure, 
mitigation, treatment, or prevention of disease * *

| The Government put on a series of expert witnesses. 

| First, physicists and engineers testified concerning the 
'■ E-meter itself. They found it to be a crude skin galvanom¬ 
eter, of reasonably craftsmanlike design and construction, 
though with certain serious defects if meant to be used as • 
a research tool for meaningfully measuring electrical skin 
resistance. 


27 in an appendix to its decree the District Court listed the works 
found to make false claims respecting the curative powers of auditing 
and ordered them condemned along with the E-meter. Since we con¬ 
clude that the judgment of the court must be reversed in toto , we do 
not reach appellants’ claim that the Act does not authorize condem¬ 
nation of labeling, especially “labeling” which takes the form of 
general literature. 
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Next, a series of doctors and medical researchers and a 
psychiatrist testified that, within their expert knowledge, 
there was no use for such an instrument in the diagnosis or 
treatment of any disease or mental disorder. They were 
asked about’the specific diseases or conditions claimed in 
the Scientology literature to be susceptible of alleviation 
through auditing, and unanimously agreed that none of these 
could be treated or helped in any way through any known 
use of the E-meter. 18 

In its legal arguments the Government has contended 
from tire outset that whether or not Scientology is a reli¬ 
gion, and whether or not auditing or processing is a prac- 

• • ticc of that religion, arc entirely irrelevant to tire ease. Re¬ 

ligious beliefs, it is argued, are entirely protected by the 
First Amendment, but action in the name of religion is sus- 
■ ' ccptiblc to legal regulation under the same standards and 

to the same degree as it would be if-entirely.secular in pur- 

; rose. 

' . Appellants have argued from tire first that the entire ease 

I must fall as an unconstitutional religious persecution. In 

.. . their view, auditing or processing is a central practice of 

; : their religion, akin to confession in the Catholic Church, 

i .. ' ...and hence entirely exempt from regulation or prohibition.

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view, treats the spirit of man, not his body, though through 
the healing of the spirit the body can be affected. Tiicy 
have culled from their literature numerous statements dis¬ 
claiming any intent to treat disease and recommending that 
Scientology practitioners send those under their care to doc¬ 
tors when organic defects may be found. They have intro¬ 
duced through testimony a document which.they assert all 
those who undergo auditing or processing must sign which 
States that Scientology is “a spiritual and religious guide in¬ 
tended to make persons more aware of themselves as spiritual 
beings, and not treating or diagnosing human ailments of 
body or mind, and not engaged in the teaching of medical 
arts or sciences * * * 

Finally, with respect to their claim to be a religion and 
hence within the protection of the First Amendment, they 
have shown that the Founding Church of Scientology is in¬ 
corporated as a church in the District of Columbia, and that 
its ministers are qualified to perform marriages and burials. 
They have introduced their Creed into evidence. The Gov- 
. eminent has made no claim that the Founding Church is 
not a bona fide religion, that auditing is not part of the ex¬ 
ercise of that religion, or that the theory of auditing is not 
a doctrine of that religion. 

C. Thus both parties have viewed the religious issue as 
' a simple one. In the Government’s view, religion is simply 
irrelevant-appellants have engaged in “action” and hence 
stripped themselves of any First Amendment protection. 

. In appellants’ view, religion is dispositive—auditing is part 
of the practice of their faith and hence the free exercise 
clause protects it from all secular regulation. In our view, 
the religious issue is more complex than either of the par¬ 
ties has maintained. 

First, it is clear that the First Amendment does not pro- 
“ tcct "from regulation or prohibition, all bona fide religious 
practices. As the Supreme Court has stated: 

“ * * * IThe First Amendment] embraces two 
concepts,—freedom to believe and freedom to act. 
The First is absolute but, in the nature of things,' 
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the second cannot be. Conduct remains subject to 
regulation lor the protection of society. * * * 11 

Cantwell v. Connecticut, 310 U.S. 296, 303-304 (1940). 
(Footnote omitted.) Thus the prohibition of plural mar¬ 
riage- has been upheld, even though the practice is a religious 
duty to some. 59 Similarly, parading without a license 30 and 
the sale by children of religious literature 31 have been pro¬ 
hibited, even though practiced as tenets of religious faith. 

On the oilier hand, legal restrictions cannot be applied 
to religious practices, as they can in much of the secular 
realm, merely on a showing of a rational relationship be¬ 
tween the regulation imposed and the legitimate end sought. 

In Cantwell, supra, 310 U.S. at 304, the Court stated that 
“the power to regulate must be so exercised as not, in at¬ 
taining a permissible end, unduly to infringe the protected 
freedom.” (Emphasis added.) And in West Virginia State 
Board of Education v. Barnette, 31.9. U.S. 624, 639 (1943), . 
the Court spoke more elaborately and more forcefully to 
the same issue: ... 

. •• * * * j] ic r ight 0 f a State to regulate, for exam¬ 
ple, a public utility may well include, so far as the 
due process test is concerned, power to impose all 
of the restrictions which a legislature may have a 
‘rational basis’for adopting. But freedoms of speech 
• " ‘ and of press, of assembly, and of worship may not 

be infringed on such slender grounds. They are sus¬ 
ceptible of restriction only to prevent grave and im¬ 
mediate danger to interests which the State may law¬ 
fully protect. * * * ” 

Similarly in Sherbert v. Venter, 374 U.S. 398, 406 (1963), 
the Court held that “Tojnly the gravest abuses, endanger¬ 
ing paramount interests, give occasion for permissible limi¬ 
tation’" of religious practices. In that case, the Court held 
that denial of unemployment benefits to those who would

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not work on Saturday, though permissible as a general 
rule, could not be applied to one whose refusal to work was 
based on religious objections. 

The principles enunciated in Cantwell, Barnette and Sher¬ 
bet! at least raise a constitutional doubt concerning the con¬ 
demnation of instruments and literature apparently central 
to the practice of religion. That doubt becomes more seri¬ 
ous when we turn to the decision of the Supreme Court in 
United States v. Ballard, 322 U.S. 78 (1944). 

Ballard involved an eccentric religion known as the “1 Am” 
movement. The promoters of this religion, members of the 
Ballard family, claimed to have been appointed by one 
“Saint Germain” as “divine messengers,” and to have been 
given the power to cure all diseases. By virtue of these 
claims, they obtained money from members of the public. 
They were tried for mail fraud. The trial judge excluded' 
from consideration by the jury the issue of the truth or 
falsity of their claims to divine designation and miraculous 
powers, and the ease was submitted on the sole issue of 
whether they made those claims in good faith. They were 
convicted, and on review the Court of Appeals ruled that 
exclusion of the issue of truth or .falsity was improper. 
Ballard v. United States, 9 Cir., 138 F.2d 540(1943). . 

The Supreme Court reversed the Court of Appeals, hold¬ 
ing that the First Amendment prohibited trial of the truth or 
falsity of religious beliefs: 

“ * * * Freedom of thought, which includes frcc- 
' dom of religious belief, is basic to a society of free 
* men. * * * It embraces the right to maintain theo¬ 

ries of life and of death and of the hereafter which 
are rank heresy to followers of the orthodox faiths. 
Heresy trials arc foreign to our Constitution. Men 
may believe what they cannot prove. They may not 
be put to the proof of their, religious doctrines or 
beliefs. * * * Many take their gospel from the New 
Testament. But it would hardly be supposed That 
they could be tried before a jury charged with the 
duty of determining whether those teachings con¬ 
tained false representations. * 1(1 * The religious views 
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espoused by respondents might: seem incredible, if 
not preposterous, to most people, but if those doc¬ 
trines urc subject to trial before a jury charged with 
finding their truth or falsity, then the same can be 
done with the religious beliefs of any sect. When 
the triers of fact undertake that task, they enter a 
forbidden domain. * * * ” 

322 U.S. at 36-87. 

The Ballard ease docs not hold merely that religious be¬ 
lief is protected. The Mallards engaged in action; they solici¬ 
ted money from their faithful. Rather the holding of the 
• i ease seems to be that regulation of religious action which 
involves testing in court the truth or falsity of religious be¬ 
lief is barred by the-First Amendment. 

The relevance of Ballard to the ease before us is obvi¬ 
ous. 32 Here the 11-meter has been condemned, not because 

32 Wc do not perceive any meaningful distinction in the fact that 
j tliis is a civil. in rein action whereas Ballard was a criminal prosccu- 
j tion. In the first place the Supreme Court has long recognized that 

I in rem forfeiture actions arc penal in nature and subject to many of 
the same restrictions placed upon prosecutions. One 1958 Plymouth 
Sedan v. Pennsylvania, supra Note 7; Boyd v. United States, supra . 

• i Note 7, The action taken against appellants here is more than merely 
i remedial; it is punitive. The devices condemned here cannot properly 
| be considered contraband per sc. See One 1958 Plymouth Sedan, 
\-.supra, 380 U.S. at 699. They arc not in themselves harmful, as arc 
I adulterated foods and drugs or miswired electrical devices. Their only 
alleged illegal attribute is the supposedly false claims made concerning 
their powers. 

Second, we do not perceive the constitutional defect found in 
Ballard to have been the prosecution of individuals, for promulgating 
false religion. That defect was rather the litigation of the truth or 
falsity of religious doctrines. See 322 U.S. at 87; 

“* * * But if those doctrines arc subject to trial before a 
jury charged with finding their truth or falsity, then the same 
C3n be done with the religious beliefs of any sect. When the 
triers of feet undertake that task, they enter a forbidden 
domain. * * *” (Mirtphasis added.) 

Thus under Ballard it seems unlikely that a disgruntled former adher¬ 
ent could sue a church for fraud and deceit because it had collected 
money from him on the basis of allegedly “false” doctrines concerning 
saivation, heaven end hell—or for that matter on the basis of doc- 
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il is itself harmful, but because the representations made : 
concerning it arc “false or misleading.“ And the largest ' 
part of those representations is contained in the literature . 1 
of Scientology describing Hie process of,auditing which appel¬ 
lants have claimed, without contest from the Government, 
is part of the doctrine of their religion and central to its 
exercise. Thus if their claims to religious status arc accepted, 
a finding that the seized literature misrepresents the bene¬ 
fits from auditing is a finding that their religious doctrines 
are false. To construe the Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act 
to permit such a finding would, in the light of Ballard, pre¬ 
sent the gravest constitutional difficulties. j 

D. It is with these constitutional considerations in mind i 
that we turn to our examination of the application of the 
statute to the facts of this case. Appellants have argued that 
much of the Scientology literature from which claims con¬ 
cerning the curative powers of auditing was culled by a Gov¬ 
ernment witness is not “labeling” of the E-meter within . 
the meaning of the Act, since it is part of the religious doc¬ 
trine of their church. 

—. For-purposes of the Act, “the term' ‘labeling’ means all 
labels and other written, printed, or graphic matter (1) upon 
any article or any of its containers or wrappers, or (2) ac¬ 
companying such article.” 33 Most of the litigation over 
this definition has turned upon the question of when writ¬ 
ten matter may be said to “accompany” an article. In this 
case, the Government lias contended that Scientology litera¬ 
ture on sale in the Distribution Center, which adjoins the 
Hubbard Guidance Center where E-meters were used in 
auditing, “accompanied” tire E-meters. 

trines, such as those of the Christian Scientists, concerning the cause 
and cure of disease. 

Indeed, the Supreme Court has recently unanimously held that 
courts cannot settle a civil property disputebetween church bodies 
where tiie dispute turns on the orthodoxy of the religious doctrines 
espoused by the parties. Presbyterian Church in the United States et 
al v, Mary Elizabeth Blue Hull Memorial Presbyterian Church et al., 
_U.S._, 37 U.S. L. Week 4107 (January 27, 1969).

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The courts have construed the word “accompanying” to 
give broad remedial elTcct to the purposes of the Act. In 
Kordel v. United States, 335 U.S. 345 (1948), the Supreme 
Court ruled that, in order to be considered “labeling” of a 
drug, promotional pamphlets need not be shipped together 
with the drug. It held that: 

“One article or thing is accompanied by another 
when it supplements or explains it, in the manner 
that a committee report of the Congress accompa¬ 
nies a bill. No physical attachment one to the other 
is necessary. * * * 

“The false and misleading literature in the present 
ease was designed for use in the distribution and 
sale of the drug, and it was so used. * * * ” 

335 U.S. at 350. Nor did the fact that the pamphlets were 
sold save them from being “labeling” in the context of that 
case: 

.** * * [qf] lie booklets and drugs were noncthe- 
. . . iess interdependent; they were parts of an integrated 

• " distribution program.- The Act cannot be circum¬ 
vented by the easy device of a ‘sale’ of the advertis- 
— - ing matter where the advertising-performs the func¬ 
tion of labeling.”

. Kordel thus laid down the broad lines for determining 
' whether literature “accompanies” a drug or device; to do 
so it need not be shipped together with the device, but it 
must be “designed for use in the distribution and sale of’ 
the device, and the two must be “parts of an integrated 
distribution program.” 

Subsequent eases in the lower courts have helped sketch 
in the rough outlines drawn by Kordel. In the Molasses 34 
case, a best-selling book extolling the curative powers of . 
blackstrap, molasses, though mentioning no brand names, 
was used by health food retailers in a promotional scheme. 
A copy of tiic book was placed in the window of the store

Court to “accompany" the molasses.-* 5 

On the oilier hand, in tire Balanced Foods™ ease, gen¬ 
eral literature which falsely claimed healthful properties for 
a food was found by the Second Circuit not to "accompany” 
it. The facts of that ease are interesting. The best-sellers 
Folk Medicine and Arthritis and Folk Medicine prescribed 
a mixture of vinegar and honey for a wide variety of mala¬ 
dies. After Folk Medicine achieved success, a health food 
manufacturer bottled a preparation of this mixture for 
sale. The manufacturer also purchased copies of the book 
and distributed them after special promotional efforts to 
the same health food outlets.which sold the mixture. There 
was evidence that the retail stores displayed the mixture : 
j and copies of the book.a few feet apart. On these facts, 

! the court reversed a judgment that .the book constituted 
| “false labeling” of the food. The court distinguished Kor- 
1 ’ del on the ground that the drug and pamphlet in that case 
: had been mailed in “integrated transactions,“and that .the. 

| vendors had given away copies of the pamphlets with sales 
j of the drugs in some instances: 57 

j The facts of the case before us differ materially from 
1 those in the eases just reviewed. The alleged “labeling” 
here is not a single readily digestible book, or a collec¬

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rather a vast array of tire often obscure literature of Scien¬ 
tology. This literature was, according to the evidence at 
trial, all offered for sale at the Distribution Center, Inc., a 
corporation affiliated with the Founding Church, which had 
it book'store next to the Guidance Center at which Scien¬ 
tology auditing services were provided. 

A small porportion of this literature deals directly with 
the E-meter itself. Two books, apparently intended for 
Scientology auditors rather titan the general public, describe 
the nature and workings of the E-meter, and at the same 
time give some guidance as to its use in the auditing proc¬ 
ess. 38 Within these books can be found statements to the 
effect that tire E-meter is an essential aid to proper audit¬ 
ing. However, these works contain very little of what the 
Government contends is false and misleading in the label¬ 
ing of the E-meter. Though there are claims concerning ... 
the scientific properties of the E-meter which.are open to 
question, 39 the Government placed little reliance upon these 
in presenting its case to the jury. 

Among the literature of Scientology before the court 
... there are_found a few advertisements, apparently directed 
at the general public, which make direct appeals for cus¬ 
tomers (or converts, if. the appellants’ version is to be ac¬ 
cepted). These advertisements are found in copics_of the 
monthly Scientology magazine Ability. Their representa¬ 
tions concerning the auditing process appear to be general 
comc-ons, designed to bring in the curious or the gullible. 40

Were the literature here introduced clearly secular, we 
might well conclude that under existing law it constituted 
“labeling” for purposes of the Act. Such a conclusion 
might be justified by a broad reading of the statute, con¬ 
sistent with its high purpose of protecting the public health 
and pockctbook against health frauds. However, such broad 
readings are not favored when they impinge upon constitu¬ 
tionally sensitive areas, especially in the absence of a show¬ 
ing of legislative intent to regulate these areas. Nothing in 
the history or interpretation of the Act indicates that it 
- was meant to deal with the special problem of religious heal¬ 
ing, a problem often given legislative treatment separate 
-from that imposed upon the general area of public health 
and medical practice. 42 In light of these considerations, 
highligh ted by tire explicit holding of Ballard, 43 we intcr-

F. Finally, we conic to the vexing question: is Scien¬ 
tology a religion? On the record as a whole, we find that 
'appellants have made, out a primn facie case that the round¬ 
ing Church of Scientology is a religion, it is incorporated as 
such in the District of Columbia. It has ministers, who are 
licensed as such, with legal authority to marry and to bury. 
Its fundamental writings contain a general account of man 
and his nature comparable in scope, if not in content, to 
those of some recognized religions. 44 The fact that it pos¬ 
tulates no deity in the conventional sense docs not preclude 
its status as a religion. 45 

The Government might have chosen to contest the claim 
that the Founding Church was in fact a religion. Not every 
enterprise cloaking itself in the name of religion can claim 
the constitutional protection .conferred by that status. It 
might be possible to show that a self-proclaimed religion 
was merely a commercial enterprise, without the underly¬ 
ing theories of man’s nature or his place in the Universe 
which characterize recognized religions. Though litigation 
of the question whether a given group or set of beliefs is 
or is not religious is a delicate business, 46 our legal system 
sometimes requires it so that secular enterprises may not 
unjustly enjoy the immunities granted to the sacred. When 
tax exemptions arc granted to churches, 'litigation concern¬ 
ing what is or is not a church will follow.* 17 When cx-

.it has not tried to argue or prove, for instance, that even if 
Scientology as practiced here is a religion, auditing services 
have been peddled to the general public on the basis of 
wholly non-religious pseudo-scientific representations. 52 We 
cannot assume as a matter of law that all theories describ¬ 
ing eurtllive teehiiitjiio.s OS' powers lift! iiietlietil aiitl ilictuiord 
not religious. Established religions claim for their practices 
the power to treat or prevent disease, or include within 
their hagiologics accounts of miraculous cures. 53 In the cir¬ 
cumstances of this ease we must conclude that the literature 
setting fortli the theory of auditing, including the claims

statute), and People v. Vogclgcsang, 221 N.Y. 290, 116 N.E. 977 
(1917) (Cardozo, J.) (“faith healer" who advertised self as “specialist 
in all forms of chronic diseases” and who prescribed drugs not 
exempt). j 

In this opinion, of course, we imply no view as to whether the 
District of Columbia medical licensing statute, 2 D.C. Code £!> 120, 
134 (1967), is applicable to appellants’ activities.

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for-curative efficacy contained therein, is religious doctrine 
of Scientology and hence ns a matter of law is not "label¬ 
ing” for the purposes of the Act. 

This case was tried before a jury on two charges: that 
the E-meter was misbranded in that its “labeling” made 
false or misleading claims concerning the process of audit¬ 
ing in which it was used, and that the E-meter was not ac¬ 
companied by adequate instructions for its use. The jury 
returned a general verdict for the Government. During the 
course of the trial, in an effort to prove the first of these 
two charges, the Government put into evidence some thou¬ 
sands of pages of Scientology literature, all of which the 
jury was invited to consider on the issue of misbranding. 
Through a Government witness, the jury’s attention was 
directed to. passages in this literature describing the theories 
of Scientology as they relate to auditing and claiming cura¬ 
tive powers for that process. We have found that, under 
Ballard, these theories are not properly subject to court¬ 
room evaluation as to truth or falsity. Since the jury’s gen¬ 
eral verdict may have rested in whole or in part on a find¬ 
ing that this literature was false or misleading labeling of 
the E-meter, that verdict must he set aside. 

Ill 

Since our road to this conclusion has been long and com¬ 
plex, we think it appropriate to summarize what we have 
and what we have not held. We have held the following: 

(1) On the basis of the record before us, tire Founding 
Church of Scientology has made out a prima facie ease that 
it is a bona fide religion and, since no rebuttal has been of¬ 
fered, it must be regarded as a religion for purposes of this 
case. 

(2) On the record before us, a prima facie ease exists 
that auditing is a practice of Scientology, and that accounts 
of auditing integrated into the general theory of Scientology 
are religious doctrines.' Since no rebuttal has been offered, 
v/e most take the point as proven. 
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(31 In view of the constitutional doctrine of United 
Slates v. Mallard, supra, literature setting forth religious 
doctrines, and related, to an instrument in the manner in 
which the “auditing” literature here is related to the 13-meter, 
"cannot be subjected to courtroom evaluation and therefore 
cannot be considered “labeling” of such an instrument for 
purposes of the “false or misleading labeling’' provisions of 

the Act. i 

l 

On the other hand, the following should be noted: i 

(1) We do not hold that the Founding Church is for all 
legal purposes a religion. Any prima facie ease made out 
for religious status is subject to contradiction by a showing 
that the beliefs asserted to be religious are not held in good 
faith by those asserting them, and that forms of religious 
organization were erected for the sole purpose of cloaking 

a secular enterprise with the legal protections of religion. 

(2) We do not-hold that, even if Scientology is a religion, 
all literature published by it is religious doctrine immune 
from the Act. 

(3) We do not hold that public health laws in general, 
or the Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act in particular, have no 
application to the activities of religion. For-distance, it 
may well be that adulterated foods, drugs or devices used 
in religious practices can be condemned under the Act. 5,1 

It may be that a drug or device used in religion is subject 
to condemnation as “misbranded” if its labeling is found 
to lack, for instance, adequate directions for use, as was 
chaTgcd in this case. 55 - Our holding prevents only a finding 
of false labeling on the basis of doctrinal religious literature. 

(4) Finally, we make no holding concerning the power 
of Congress to deal generally with the making of false claims 
by religions deemed injurious to the public health or wel¬ 
fare. The Ballard ease of course casts doubt on some as-

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poets of such a power; but this opinion makes only a nar¬ 
rowing construction, in a constitutionally sensitive area, of 
a statute which has otherwise quite properly been construed 
broadly by the courts. 

Reversed. 


McGowan, Circuit Judge , dissenting: At (lie trial in the 
District Court, the Government put in evidence from which, 

in my view, a jury would be w;> mini eel in finding Unit (1) 
the practice of tire asserted religion of Scientology involved 
the use of a mechanical device in association with certain 
publications which represented the device to have utility in 
the prevention, relief, or cure of physical illnesses such as 
cancer, and (2) the device in fact had no such capacity. 
The majority, as l understand it, holds that, because the 
Government did not go further and prove that Scientology 
was not a bona fide religion, the First Amendment, as inter¬ 
preted in United States v. Ballard, 322 U.S. 78 (1944), bars 
any judicial inquiry whatsoever into whether the device had 
the healing powers claimed for it. Absent such a determi¬ 
nation, the majority logically concludes that a judgment that 
the device is misbranded can not be upheld. 

This proceeding did not involve an inquisition into the 
validity of any personal religious beliefs, or the infliction of 
a punishment upon any person for holding or disseminating 
such beliefs. It was a proceeding against property under a 
Congressional statute aimed at protecting the unsophisti¬ 
cated against not only wasting their money but., more' 
importantly,, endangering their lives by relying upon mis¬ 
branded machines. There is, as the majority points out, a 
well-recognized distinction between the good faith holding 
of a religious belief, however bizarre, and unlimited freedom 
to implement that belief by conduct. I do not believe that 
the Government' was required, at least in a statutory in rein 
proceeding of the kind here involved, to show that, over 
..and above the misbranding of the device, the religious pre¬ 
tensions of its sponsors were fraudulent. 
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I respect the difficulties my colleagues have with the 
Ballard ease, but 1 do not think it compels the result they 
reach. That was a criminal prosecution for mail fraud of an 
individual who proclaimed as a religion lac fact that lie was 
a “divine messenger” endowed by the appointment of “St. 
Germain” with the power to cure all diseases. The ease, at 
least in its then, posture, did not involve a practice of giving 
healing treatment's for lure, much less tijc sale and use of 
devices like the meters with which we arc concerned here. 

To the extent that there are expressions in Ballard that may 
conceivably point in the direction the majority goes, I j 
would limit them to the peculiar facts of that case, which, j 
to repeat, did not involve the use of misbranded devices : 
and did result in criminal proceedings against' the persons ' 
there involved. 

1 am not, however, satisfied-that, the Government officials 
did not sweep too broadly in this seizure. The meters arc 
vulnerable to seizure only if they are misbranded, and' the 
misbranding here must be found in separate, but associated, 
pieces of literature. The record before us is such as to 
support a finding that certain items of the Scientology.liter¬ 
ature did contain healing claims (/.c., “Cancer lias been 
eradicated by auditing-out conception • and mitosis”); and 
that tire association of these claims with the meter is suffi¬ 
ciently close as to justify the latter’s seizure. But this rela¬ 
tionship in the case of one' or more books or pamphlets 
would not necessarily mean that ail the Scientology literature 
is subject to confiscation. Every-aspect of the practice or 
preaching of a religion cannot be interfered with simply 
because one phase of it is exposed to legal action. 

The District Court was at some pains to identify those 
items of literature which effected misbranding of the 
meters, and those which did not. - It is not clear to me that 
this separation was uniformly successful in differentiating 
affirmations of faith, on the one hand, from representations 
as to the curative capacities of the meters, on the oilier. 
Indeed, it may be that, absent a special showing of need 
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beyond Unit ior evidentiary use, the Congressional purposes 
arc exhausted by a seizure and permanent retention of the 
devices alone. Certainly, as a practical matter, the objectives 
of the statute would normally be realized thereby, and dif¬ 
ficult problems of religion and speech, inherent in the 
wholesale seizure of printed matter, avoided.

1 entered the building and spoke with the receptionist. I stated that I 
had been handed the pamphlet attached as Exhibit 1 on a nearby street 
corner and was interested in learning more about the Scientology Organi¬ 
zation. She asked what I knew of the organization and I responded J that i knew 
very little but had on occasion been handed pamphlets on the street in the 
. Dupont Circle area. She seemed quite pleased by this and escorted me to a 
desk marked Cashier.

The cashier then escorted me to 1810 13th Stree t, N. W., where on the 
second floor I was introduced to a girl named Judy Aco rg>(This name maybe 
misspelled) who said that she would fill out my introductory membership 
card. She filled out the pink card with the name Nathan Kennedy, the 
previous days date (1/7/69) and the words None at Present in the space 
provided for level of Scientology Training. She insisted that I sign 
the reverse side of the card in her presence and place my right thumb 
print on the front side of the card. She did not attempt to obtain a 
copy of either my signature or thumb print. A copy of this card is 
attached to this memo as Exhibit 2. 1 have retained the original card 

in my possession. At this point 1 returned to the organization's book 
store in the 1812 19th Street building and placed the name Nathan Kennedy 
on the organization's mailing list. The leaflets attached to this report 
as Exhibits 4 through 7 were obtained from the book store at no charge. 

All other publications on hand were for sale and consequently copies were 
not obtained. 

Both the cashier and the receptionist who are located in the book store 
area were reluctant to enter into any further discussion of Scientology, 
its effect on disease or the E-Meter. I was informed that if I wished 
to learn more l should start attending the lectures and buying the various 
books on sale. At this point I left the building and returned to the 
Resident Post. 


During the course of my visit I did not sign any forms for the organi¬ 
zation, enter into any contracts or make any payments to them.

(J4rs. Noble stated that /Robert ,; i s the only one of her five children showing 
any mental problems. He suffered a severe fall with head injuries in France 
when he was six years old and complained of headaches and insomnia for several 
years after that. He has aLways^di spl ayed some signs of gullibility and lack 
of judgement, according to (Mrs. Nob 1e . After some family problems which she 
was reluctant to discuss (apparently Robert Noble history of drug abuse in 
California referred to in my memo of 11/22/68) Robert started to go to Dr. 

Hall a psychiatrist at Georgetown University Hospital in Washington, D. C. 
After seeing Dr. Hall once a week for three to four months he suddenly 
stopped treatment. Mrs. Noble stated that 3ob apparently throught he was 
completely recovered from any mental problems. In the late spring of 1968 
he became interested in the Trappist Order of Catholic Monks at the Berry- 
ville, Virginia Monastery. He visited them frequently during the summer

occasionally spending several days at the monastery. Mrs. Noble stated 
that he seemed to improve and become more and more stable. The Monks 
persuaded him to see another psychiatrist, Dr. Foy of Georgetown Univer¬ 
sity Hospital. During early summer I 968 Robert started to visit Dr. Foy, 
and continued to visit him approximately once a week until he became in¬ 
volved with the Scientology Organization in late September or early October 
of 1968 . 

Mrs. Noble stated that both Dr. Hall and Dr. Foy had told her that Robert 
was suffering from some form of mental illness and showed definite signs 
of a complete lack of judgement. She stated that they described him as 
an extremely gullible individual. 

Mrs. Noble stated that members of the Scientology Organization had apparentl' 
picked up Bob in the Georgetown area of Washington, D. C. and interested him 
in the Scientology Organization. Mr. and Mrs. Noble were not aware of his 
involvement with Scientology until late October,1968. At that time Mrs. 
Noble talked with the "Ethics Man" whom she knew only as Doug at the Sciento 
logy Headquarters. She told him that Bob was mentally ill and under 
psychiatric care and asked that he be released from the organization. She 
stated that she threatened to go to the proper authorities unless Robert was 
released. Doug, who she described as tall and lean, said that all psychia¬ 
trists were a bunch of quacks and that Scientology could heal any problems 
Bob might have. Mrs. Noble stated that Doug went on to say that Sceintology 
will heal everything. Shortly after this visit both General and Mrs. Noble 
received Scinetoiogy Disconnect Letters from their son Robert. The grand¬ 
parents and numerous relatives on both sides of Robert Nobie's family have 
received Disconnect Letters according to Mrs. Noble, 

Mrs. Noble stated that she visited Scientology Headquarters again during 
the week of I/ 6/69 and was shocked at her son's appearance and loss of 
weight. She visited the Scientology Organization after several attempts 
to contact Robert by phone and failed. Robert missed an appointment with 
Dr. L. Bell of Arlington, Virginia his dentist. Mrs. Noble stated that 
Robert needed dental work and had one tooth that needed filling badly. She 
went on to state that Robert is currently under a 2-j year contract to work 
for the Scientology Organization and that she is very worried due to signs 
of foiling health in her son. She stated that the Scientology Organization 
has milked him of his savings of over $800,00 as well as his car, watch, 
skiing equipment, and virtually everything of value that he had ever owned. 

Mrs. Noble stated that neither she nor General Noble had any knowledge of 
the E-Meter or its use by the organization. She stated that they had never 
seen any device being used on or by their son Robert. She stated that her 
son Steven and her three daughters Geanne, Lynn and Carol might have seme 
knowledge of the device from their occasional conversations with Robert. 
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I contacted Mrs. Noble again on 1/16/69 to determine whether Mrs. Noble's 
son Steve or her daughters had any knowledge of the E-Meter. She stated 
that her daughter Carol had told her that during one of her visits to 
Robert at the Scientology Organization he had told her that the E-Meter 
was being used on him and many of the other people visiting Scientology 
Headquarters in Washington. She stated that Caro! had not actually seen 
the device in use and Robert had apparently not gone into any detail as 
to how the device was used or what recommendations were made for it. 

Mrs. Noble informed me that Brig. Genera! Noble would not return from 
Germany for over a year and that she and the family were moving to join 
him in Europe as of 1/20/69. The Nobles' address in Europe will be:

The Office of the Director, Bureau of Medicine, has been informed of 
recent events that have occurred involving the Hubbard "E" Meter and 
the cult of Scientology. The Director has requested recommendations 
with regard to regulatory activity and coordination with BC. 

Additional data in the form of specific complaints is required; this 
can be from the AF Jackets and other official files retained by OGC and 
BC . ’ 

Before specific DMD recommendations are made we would like to meet with 
BC and OGC personnel to coordinate our respective actions. 

It is our present contention that the use of the Hubbard "E" Meter in 
the "auditing" of individual Scientologists constitutes a crude and 
potentially dangerous form of psychoanalysis. Psychoanalysis dealing 
with the mind of man comprises techniques not ammenable to self-diagnosis 
or self-treatment. As such, the use of such techniques can hardly be 
considered to come within the category of lay individuals. It is rather 
considered to be in the realm of professionally qualified individuals 
licensed to practice such arts. 

We therefore believe that the use of the "E" Meter as a diagnostic tool, 
employed by untrained and relatively unskilled amateur psychoanalysists, 
constitutes the practice of medicine. Inasmuch as such individuals are 
not licensed to practice the medicine of psychoanalysis, this is a 
violation of law. 


Request this memo and attachments be forwarded to both Office of General 
Council and Bureau of Compliances so that we may be advised the names 
of those individuals with whom coordination off activity may be effected.

The attached memo covers our recent review of literature supplied by 
Mrs. Cooper concerning the Scientology cult. 


Review of current literature reveals that the foundation continues to 
offer E-Meters for sale as part of their spiritual development program. 
Howeveyer, claims are now limited to ’’disclose truth to the individual 
who is being processed and thus free him spiritually". All literature bears 
a disclaimer reading "The E-Meter is not intended or effective for the 
diagnosis, treatment or prevention of any disease." This disclaimer is 
obviously intended to take the machine out of the "device" category regulated 
by FDA. 


We have recently received a report from an inspector who viewed a 
discussion of the cult on the Alan Burke television show. Several prominent 
office holders in the organization were interviewed. This discussion 
included curative powers attributed to tablets distributed by the organization 


The attached literature does not appear to offer the E Meters for any 
disease purposes. We plan no further follow up unless requested.

She informed me that her friend has not been 
sold any type of device but has been offered services of a secretive nature 
callecLpropessing which offers the member a greater mental sense of awareness. 
("“Mrs. CooperJ ktated that she has obtained literature from her friend concerning 
the cult and has also cut out articles from magazines and newspapers which 
have criticized the cult. She stated that the cult operates out of the Hotel 
Martinique,-32ruL^t., N.Y.C. and that literature is readily available at the 
hotel. /Mrs. Coo p,er asked if we would investigate the cult and I informed her 
that we would “appreciate reviewing the litera ture in her possession, and based 
upon its content a follow-up would be made. </Mrs. CoopeB stated that she would 
forward the literature she had in her possession to~me for review, but requested 
that I return the literature. I received the literature several days later in 
the mail at which time copies were~made..of several of the written articles. The 
literature was then returned to( |[rs. Coope r/) 

Of the several articles which were copied and are attached to this memo 
is a copy of an article from "TIME" Magazine dated 8/23/68. (See Exhibit #1). 

The article indicated that the U.S. Federal Drug Administration in 1963 raided 
the cult.’s church in Washington, D.C. and seized all its "E-Meters" on the 
grounds that Scientology falsely promised the cure of "neuroses, psychoses, ; 
schizophrenia and all psychosomatic illnesses". Other articles of literature 
listed as exhibits #2 & 3 offer the "E-Meter" for sale. These articles advertise 
that the "E-Meter" is used to disclose truth.to the individual being processed 
and thus free him spiritually. The product is offered for sale from the Hubbard 
College of Scientology, Saint Hill Manor, East Gaindstead, Sussex, England or 
through local field staff members. The list of field staff locations are Used 
under exhibit #4. None of the articles of advertisement promoting the "E-Meter" 
indicates that the product is promoted for use in treatment, diagnosis or 
prevention of disease. The device is advertised for use by auditors within the 
Scientology cult to disclose truth to the individual who is being processed and 
thus free him spiritually. The other articles of literature provided by/Mrs":"-} 
(/Cooper"made no reference to the meter nor to any medical claims. - ' 
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In review of the literature supplied me, it appears that the cult offers 
its members a study of philosophy. There are various levels of achievement 
which can be attained through membership, that is, upon completion of a 
program a member qualifies for application to the next higher level of member- 
\ ship. The "E-Meter" which is advertised for sale is apparently used to process 

new members entering into the cult and to process those members qualifying for 
the next higher level of membership. 

NYK-DO miscellaneous file provided a memo dated 8/14/68 along with 
attached literature concerning the Scientology Foundation. It was found that 
Inspector Eastwood submitted a reply advertisement card to the Foundation and 
in return received some literature. It was found in a review of this litera¬ 
ture that there was no product or device being promoted. It was recommended 
that in view of L. Ron Hubbard’s past activities, the founder of the cult, 
there should be maintained a file on this firm along with periodic surveillance. 

In view of the nature of the advertisement literature provided me which 
made no health claims, no further follow-up was made at this time.

Now this is another game. This is not to frown In any way upon the 
principles and beliefs of other religions. But it is nevertheless too 
accurately demonstrable that an Individual is not finished with the game 
once his body dies.

All it represents is 
the hope that Man can again find his own feet, can find himself in a very 
contused, mechanistic society and can recover to himself some of the 
happiness, some of the sincerity, some of the love and kindness with 
which he was created. If Man can do this and if we can help in any way 
then all the years of my life and all the years of yours will have been 
well paid for, and none of us will have lived in vain. 

We today can honour the great spiritual leaders of the past. These 
people handed along enough tradition to make us aware of the fact that 
there was a spiritual side to Man. And they were saying something that - 
was much more important than there is a spiritual side to life. They 
were saying, "There is hope." Right on down to this time we are indebted 
to them. 

Today we came into possession of an enormous amount of magnificent 
information: the physical sciences. Although these ran off and pretended 
to be an end-all in themselves completely divorced from spiritual exist¬ 
ence, nevertheless they furnished a modus operandi by which we could 
analyze the teachings and understand them better. 

Scientology is knowledge. That's all Scientology is. The word Scien¬ 
tology means knowledge, that's all it means. Scio means knowing in the 
fullest sense of the word. This is the same word as Dharma, which 
means knowledge, Tao, which means the way to knowledge. Buddhism, 
which means the way to spiritual knowledge.

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Scientology is in itself civilization on a small scale. It contains two 
moral codes one is the moral code of practice which is the Auditor's Code, 
the other is the Code of a Scientologist. It also contains an ethical code. • 
and that is Code of Honour. 

The difference between ethics and morals is very clearly known in 
Scientology, if they are not in a modern dictionary. This mergence of 
morals and ethics has occurred in recent times, and is symptomatic of a 
general decline. An ethic is practised on an entirely self-determined basis. 
An ethical code is not enforceable, is not to be enforced, but is a luxury of 
conduct. A person conducts himself according to an ethical code because he 
wants to or because he feels he is proud enough or decent enough, or 
civilized enough so to conduct himself.

A moral code Is enforceable. Mores are those things which make a 
society possible. They are the heavily agreed upon, policed codes of conduct 
of the society. If an auditor were flagrantly and continually to violate the 
Auditor's Code or the Code of a Scientologist, then other auditors would 
have a perfect right to demand redress. However, no such action is possible 
with the Code of Honour. A person could continually and flagrantly flaunt the 
Code of Honour and experience no more than perhaps the slight contempt or 
pity of his fellows.

On this date I received a phone assignment from Food & Drug Officer 
Ryan of Baltimore District to contact a Father E. McCorkell and a Father 
Paschal Balkin at the Holy Cross Abbey, BerryviHe, Virginia and obtain 
any information they might have on Scientology Patients. ' 




Upon arriving at the abbey ! spoke with Father McCorkell, the Abbott, 
and Father Balkin, the Guest Master. They stated that in July, 1968 Robert 
Noble had arrived at the abbey and expressed a desire to join their order 
(Trapist Monks). They stated that Mr. Noble was 23 or 2k years old and had 
a history of drug abuse. During 1967 he was associated with "Hippy 11 groups 
around Los Angeles, California. Though he had apparently returned to normal 
and given up drugs they did not feel he was ready to join the Trapist Order. 

He came to the abbey 3 to k times a month to spend several days from July 
until October, 1968. The monks suggested that he try that he try Psycho¬ 
therapy. He agreed to this and started sessions with a Dr. Hall of Washington,^,--' 
D. C. but broke off after only two sessions. The monks persuaded him to re- 
sume treatment with Dr. James Foy of the Psychiatric Section of Georgetown 
University Hospital, Washington, D. C. He went to several sessions with this 
psychiatrist and promised the monks to continue treatment at least 8 weeks. 

In early November the monks received a phone call from his mother stating 
that both she and Mr. Noble had received Scientology "disconnect" letters from 
their son in which he indicated that he was now a Scientologist and was breaking 
off all relations with them. Apparently his visits to Dr. Foy were stopped 
about this same time. The monks visited him at his new living quarters at 
Scientology Headquarters, 1812 19th Street, N. W,, Washington, 0. C. while 
still friendly he refused to return to the monastery and would not see his

parents or speak with them. He reportedly hates his parents and will 
have nothing to do with them.

His uncle, Mr. Kemp Devereux can be 
reached at Blairs T.V., 5422 Western Avenue, N. W,, Washington, D. C. John 
Devereux is approximately the same age as Bob Noble and apparently suffers 
similiar mental problems. He reportedly also hates his parents and will 
have nothing to do with them since joining Scientology.

and radiation burns, which representations are charged to be false 
under the provisions of 21 U. S. Code 352(a).

Over a period of years (since 1962), the FDA has denied entry of the 
"E" Meter into this country. The records for Commercial Import 
Detentions indlcate-that some forty "E M Meters were denied entry during 
the past year.

The Church of Scientology entered an appearance end raised tbs defense 
that the articles are used in the practice of religion and consequently 
are imunc to seizure in that the writings which are charged to be 
labeling ar.d to make the false representations, are in effect religious 
texts. Certain procedural matters were also protested in the Motion to 
Dismiss. The Koti.cn to Dismiss was denied but this religious defense

We enclose a copy of a Stipulation and Order entered in the matter of 
Complaint for Injunctive Relief filed by the Church of Scientology against 
Secretary Wilbur J. Cohen, certain officers of the Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion and two District Directors of Customs, including yourself. 

This Stipulation was developed by Mr. Arthur Dickerman of our General 
Counsel's office, was agreed to by plaintiff's attorney and the United States 
Attorney and signed by them. The Order was signed by Judge Real on Oct. 10, 

1968. You will note that there is no scheduled date for defendants to show 
cause why preliminary injunction should not be issued. 

We have agreed that the Food and Drug Administration will not cause any 
of the E-Meter devices now under detention, or detained In the future, to be 
exported from the United States until this matter is finally adjudicated by 
the Court. We were not restrained from making detentions of the devices, and 
we will continue to detain those we encounter. 

Shortly after the Temporary Restraining Order issued, we contacted the 
Customs officers in charge of the locations where the detained devices are 
held, and advised them of the need to hold these devices. We now believe that 
it would be desirable to hold the devices at our Los Angeles office. We have 
storage space in our building in a room under good security. We ask that you 
issue authorization for your officers to deliver the devices to our inspectors. 
This covers the 11 devices (In 9 shipments) now under detention, plus any which 
may be detained. Just today we have learned of 5 more devices in 5 shipments 
which have just arrived. These will be detained. Our Inspectors can pick up 
the devices, and give receipts for them. 

The devices are now at Mail Division, Terminal Island, and at the airport 
in custody of Inspector Worden. 

Your cooperation is appreciated. We will be glad to give you any assistance 
or Information you need.

One of our importers, who had three devices in his personal 
luggage when he entered the United States, called us on October 9, 
1968, and said he was leaving the country on October 11, 1968, and 
wanted to take the devices with him. This situation was the reason 
for the last sentence in paragraph 4 of the Stipulation. After 
we worked out a plan whereby the importer would sign a statement 
that he was exporting the devices voluntarily, and making arrange¬ 
ments with Customs to see that the devices were in luggage placed 
on an outbound plane, the importer decided to leave the devices 
behind.

I believe it in order for me to set the 
record straight, so to speak, on the question of why 
I applied for a restraining order in this case rather 
than going through your agency for their agreement not 
to cause the items in question to be exported pending 
the outcome of the litigation. 

It is true that your Mr. Holiday stated to 
meat the end of the hearing that there would be a ninety- 
day period following the Agency's decision before the 
merchandise would be exported. I placed reliance on this 
statement and did not intend to apply for a restraining 
order in the event of an adverse decision? but, on the 
contrary, thought I could handle the matter by suit and a 
motion for preliminary injunction. I had expected a 
like statement of some kind from your office either 
here or in San Francisco to be issued at the time of 
the decision confirming this; and, indeed, I had antici¬ 
pated a letter of some kind or some other communication 
advising me of the results of the hearing. I got 
neither of these. Instead, I received in the mail a 
document on your Form FD-772a entitled "Notice of 
Refusal of Admission." Typed on this form was the 
statement that the merchandise "must be exported under 
Customs' supervision within 90 days from the date of 
this notice or within such additional time as the District 
Director of Customs specifies. Failure to do so may

result in destruction of the merchandise as authorized 
by the statute." Your statement to me on the telephone 
yesterday that there is some small confusion on the form 
is not well taken. I read the form, and I' think reason¬ 
ably so, as a statement of the Agency's intention to 
cause the export of the merchandise within the ninety- 
day period which could mean at any time during that 
period. Had I merely waited and had your Agency caused 
the merchandise to be exported, I would have been in a 
very poor position; and, accordingly, I think I had no 
reasonable alternative but to seek the restraining order. 

A simple letter from the Agency to me advising 
me that the decision following the hearing was adverse 
and that there would be a ninety-day lapse of time before 
the merchandise would have been exported would definitely 
have obviated the restraining order and, incidentally, 
made a lot less work for me. If there is any fault to be 
found, I would say the fault hardly lies with me; but, 
instead, lies with the failure of the Agency to give me 
a proper notice of their intention.

Dallas District has recently encountered an importation of the 
Mark IV E-lieter device consigned to a party who is apparently 
associated in the Founding Church of Scientology. This organization 
follows the teaching of a Mr. L. Ron Hubbard who heads the Hubbard 
Association of Scientology International. We know that there are 
'probably several dozen similar devices which have been manufacturered 
domestically. We have not exercised FDA jurisdiction in this area 
because of the religious type affiliation claimed by the Scientology 
group. We have concluded, however, that we will not permit import¬ 
ation of this device because there is every indication that the 
Scientology group practices some type of the healing arts, and the 
device is apparently a standard part of that practice.

We know that there are 
probably several dozen similar devices which have been manufacturered 
domestically. We have not exercised FDA jurisdiction in this area 
because of the religious type affiliation claimed by the Scientology 
group. We have concluded, however, that we will not permit import¬ 
ation of this device because there is every indication that the 
Scientology group practices some type of the healing arts, and the 
device is apparently a standard part of that practice. 

The information we have about the device indicates that it is of no 
medical or other significant value and we are taking the position 
that it is misbranded under 502 (f) (1). We are refusing entry of 
the device on this ba.sis; we have concluded that it is worthless and 
no suitable labeling can be prepared for it. 

Any efforts at importation of the device through your district should 
be denied entry under 502 (f) (1).

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Uhe lights in the hall go dim, leaving the bronzed bust 
of the Founder (spotlighted) at center stage. From the loud¬ 
speakers comes L. Ron Hubbard's voice, deep and pro¬ 
fessorial. It is a tape called "Some Aspects of Help, Part 
1," a basic lecture in Scientology that Hubbard recorded 
nearly 10 years ago. 

No one in the intensely respectful Los Angeles au¬ 
dience of 500—- some of whom paid as much as $16 to 
get in—thought it odd to be sitting there listening to the 
disembodied voice. Among believers, Scientology and its 
Founder are beyond frivolous Question: Scientology is 
the Truth, it is the path to "a civilization without insan¬ 
ity, without criminals and without war . . and "for 
the first time in all ages there is something that . . . de¬ 
livers the answers to the eternal questions and delivers im¬ 
mortality as well." 

So n^uch of a credo might be regarded as harmless— 
practically indistinguishable from any number of minor- . 
ity Rhemes for.the improvement of Man. But Scientol¬ 


ogy is scary—because of its size and growth, and be¬ 
cause of the potentially disastrous techniques it so ca¬ 
sually makes use of. To attain the Truth, a Scientologist 
surrenders himself to "auditing," 3 crude form of psy¬ 
choanalysis. In the best medical circumstances this is a del¬ 
icate procedure, but in Scientology it is undertaken by 
an "auditor" who is simply another Scientologist in train¬ 
ing, who uses an "E-meter," which resembles a lie de¬ 
tector. A government report, made to the parliament of 
the state of Victoria in Australia three years ago, called 
Scientology "the world's largest organization of unqual¬ 
ified persons engaged in the practice of dangerous tech¬ 
niques which masquerade as mental therapy." As author 
Alan levy found out by personal experience (pages 100B- 
114), the auditing experience can be shattering. 

How many souls have become hooked on Scientology 
is impossible to say precisely. Worldwide membership

of M-C-M escapism—giving away 
only as much as I wanted to give. 

"That's it," said my auditor.

Elron (as his flock speaks of 
him) was born in 1911 in Tiiden, 
Nebraska, the son of a U-S. Navy 
commander, and, at 14, while on 
a tour of the Far East with his fa¬ 
ther, "studied - ■ . with lama 
priests," This turned out to be a 
distinct' high point in Elron's ed¬ 
ucation, He never graduated from 
college—although he has on oc¬ 
casion claimed a degree. During 
the '30s, he traveled in Central 
America and made a career for 
himself as a prolific ("15 million 
published words"), and popular 
writer of science fiction (Final 
Blackout), westerns (Buckskin Bri- 
■ gadesl and screenplays for. a 15-

episode serial. In World War ll. 
he served as a U.S. Navy officer. 

Elron claims today that he and his 
experiences formed the basis for 
the postwar novel, play and mov¬ 
ie Mister Roberts. 

Meanwhile, from his boyhood 
onward, Hubbard had been for¬ 
mulating a set of at least 200 "self- 
evident truths. I saw miracles 
in India and China done by holy 
men, but long association with 
them convinced me that they did 
nol know entirely how they did 
it. I set out to find out from nu- ‘ 
clear philosophy." 

This distillation of applied wis¬ 
dom first emerged in .1950 as a 
435-page book called Dianetics: 

The Modern Science of Mental 
Health. Introduced first in As¬ 
tounding Science fiction maga¬ 
zine, Dianetics was hailed by Hub¬ 
bard himself as "a milestone for 
Man comparable to his discovery 
of fire and superior to his in¬ 
vention of the wheel and the 
arch." Sloppily but colorfully writ¬ 
ten, and propelled mainly by word 
of mouth, Dianetics sold 100.000 
copies in the first three months 
and more than 1.5 million to date. 

It went right to the top of the best¬ 
seller charts. With 500,000 believ¬ 
ers at its zenith, Dianetics became 
—for a time—a household word- 
It was, in effect, a jiffy minri- 
straidbtening scheme for the cfo-ii- 1 

youielfer to practice in his own 

parlpr.__ _——. 

"The basic discovery of Dia¬ 
netics," one of my introductory 
lecturers explained, "was the In¬ 
gram. a word Hubbard borrowed 
from biology, where an Engram 
is the permanent impression left 
on protoplasm as the result of a 
stimulus. But to the Scientologist 
an Ingram is a picture image 
that is imprinted on a cell—like 
a microgroove on a record—by 
an experience involving partial 
unconsciousness and some pain. 
It's an area Freud explored but 
dropped when he went on to 
other things. Fortunately for us, 
EJron Hubbard picked it up and 
went on with it." 

Engrams beset man right from 
the beginning. "Birth is a pretty 
aberrative affair." Elron wrote in 
Dianetics. By taking one client 
back to birth through drug hyp¬ 
nosis, he was able to diagnose 
that "his asthma had been caused 
by the doctor's enthusiasm in 
yanking him off the table just 
when he was fighting for his first 
breath." Engrams can be incurred 
prenatally: "Mama sneezes, baby 
gets knocked unconscious. . - - 
Papa becomes passionate and baby 
has the sensation of being put in 
a running washing machine. Mama 
gets hysterical, baby gels an

Hubbard's "Non-Cerm Theory of 
Disease" holds that many of man's 
ills are Engramic, including arthri¬ 
tis, dermatitis, allergies, asthma, 
some coronary difficulties, eye 
trouble, bursitis, ulcers, sinusitis, 
migraine headaches, and even tu¬ 
berculosis and cancer, as well as 
the common cold. The human be¬ 
ing, the lecturer had explained, ac¬ 
tually has two minds: the Analyt¬ 
ical, which is like a perfect com¬ 
puter, and the Reactive, which 
takes care of situations like dodg¬ 
ing an approaching taxi. As a re¬ 
sult of all stimuli it receives, the 
Reactive mind is one mass of En- 
grams, feeding the otherwise per¬ 
fect Analytical mind incorrect data. 

The idea is to erase—to CLEAR— 
these Engrams. In Dianetics, the 
process took too long. So, in • 
the lecturer's words, "Elron Hub¬ 
bard asked himself: Why don't 
we use a lie detector to find 
out what really happens behind . 
all these hangups and inhibitions?

the word-association games 1 used 
to like to play at parties.

Strug¬ 
gling in vain to apply the stan¬ 
dard journalistic questions— Who?

There 
was a flurry of eager questioning, 
which Fran answered calmly and 
self-confidently in a slight Bronx 
accent.

Her words triggered another of. 
my blinding headaches and, in the 
moment I wondered why, the bat¬ 
tle between my Reactive Mind and 
my Analytical Mind was at last 
joined.

lit seems pathetic to me still, 
and terribly precarious, that my 
failure to perform so simple a jour¬ 
nalistic chore—under other cir¬ 
cumstances I would have auto¬ 
matically looked up the date— 
could have kept me half (red to 
Scientology, the deep-probing au¬ 
diting sessions and the damned £- 
meter, Jt is still difficult for me to 
admit to myself how deeply those 
months affected me. A psychiatrist 
I consulted later in an effort to 
find out what had happened to 
me said: "You haven't been brain¬ 
washed or you wouldn't be here 
talking to me. But they did a re¬ 
markable job of indoctrinating you 
and J hope you'll get your equi¬ 
librium back." 

I am sure that among the mil¬

The Better Business Bureau of St. Louis called the St. Louis Inspection 
Station office and informed us that this individual has been mailing 
literature to individuals in this country which is very critical of the 
activities of the FDA. In addition to this, he is setting up organiza¬ 
tions in various cities to promote apparent fraudulent schemes under this 
same Church of Scientology. These new schemes do not appear to fall 
within the meaning of the FD&C Act. 

I obtained this information from (Mrs. Jeannette Shifflett) Vice-President, 
Better Business Bureau of St. LouisT S Ke~stat&d~tEat~one^ of her informers 
received this material unsolicited through the mail. 


The first material was received from the Hubbard Scientology Organization, 
3007 Nicollet Ave., Minneapolis, Minn. 55408, and consisted of promotional 
material for records, extension courses, etc. This was followed by mater¬ 
ial received from Scientology of St. Louis, Suite 305, Kimberly Building, 
2510 So. Brentwood Blvd., St. Louis, Mo. which consisted of material pro¬ 
moting a lecture on E.S.P, This was in turn followed by a magazine 
mailed from Hubbard College of Scientology, Saint Hill Manor, East Grin- 
stead, Sussex, England which was titled "The Findings On The U.S. Food

Agency: which contains blasts against FDA. A copy of this 47 page maga--• 
zine is submitted herewith, along with copies of some of the other mater¬ 
ial. The material is self-explanatory. 

( Mrs. S h iffle tt, told me that she has heard from one of the BBB offices 
that Mr. L. Ron Hubbard is still active with his E-Meter in England and 
that he is inducing residents of this country to travel to England for 
treatment. 

From all indications, the new ventures of Mr. Hubbard are ones which do 
not fall within the meaning of the FD&C Act. It is believed he will 
bear watching because he may get back into his old lines which fall within 
the meaning of said Act. 

The Findings On The U.S. Food and Drug Agency magazine should be interesting 
to the Administration.

In your memorandum of March 3, 1969, to this' office, 
you outline a course of action with respect to the Hubbard 
E-Metcrs offered for import. Your memorandum also invites 
comment from this office. 

Subsequent to the writing of your memorandum of March 3, 
the United States District Courts both at Los Angeles and at 
Austin have re-examined and upheld their prior judgments, in 
effect sustaining the detention of E-Meters offered for import. 

In both of those District Courts, an appeal is possible, and 
we have agreed not to require exportation of any of the detained 
devices until appellate rights of the Church have been exhausted. 

During the week of March 17, 1969, L 03 Angeles District 
monitored a spot check at Seattle District, Minneapolis District, 
and New York District to determine whether bookstores of the 
Church of Scientology in those areas were distributing literature 
making therapeutic claims for the E-Meter devices. Such liter¬ 
ature was found in the Church bookstores in each District. 

This survey was conducted pursuant to agreement between Gordon 
Wood, Director of Loo Angeles District, and Joseph F. Hile. 
Similar literature was previously found by Los .Angeles District 
and by Dallas District in their territories. 

Thus, while the Church, of Scientology is separately 
incorporated in each of a number of States, the pattern of dis¬ 
seminating literature with therapeutic claims for these devices 
seems to be uniform. This literature should not be considered 
to be labeling. It does, however, indicate the intended use of 
the devices in the prevention and treatment of serious diseases. 
The labeling of the devices offered for import does not bear 
adequate directions for use in those conditions. For that 
reason, the devices are misbranded under Section 502(f)(1). 
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This is entirely consonant with the majority opinion of the 
Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia which clearly 
holds that they are not objecting to condemnation of the 
devices on lie ground that tho labeling fails to bear adequate 
directions for use. 

We have therefore prapared a suggested policy statement 
to be issued to all Districts. A copy of that statement ia 
attached.

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POLICY STATEMENT ON

BAIL 

Preventive Detention 
President Nixon’s suggestion that 
“preventive detention” would, be one 
good remedy for crime in the District 

_:■ of Columbia met with sharply divided re- 

V;' '' action on Capitol Hill. West Virginia’s 
Democratic Senator Robert Byrd ap¬ 
plauded.the idea of pretrial jailing of ac¬ 
cused criminals thought likely to break 
the law while out on bail. “Unless we 
have a safe society,” said Byrd, “we 
are not going to have a free society.” 
But .North Carolina Democrat Sam Er¬ 
vin Jr., a member of the powerful Sen¬ 
ate Judiciary Committee and usually 
no supporter of libertarian causes, was 
incensed. Preventive detention, he said, 
is “inconsistent with a free society.” 

Unfair to the Poor. The argument 
has, in fact, been raging for several 
years. In 1966, Congress passed .the 
Bail Reform Act, which enables federal 
judges to release a man without bail 
when a check into his background in¬ 
dicates that he can be counted on not 
to run away before his trial. But a 
?U>•} large number of those freed on bail (es- 
: timates in different studies vary from 

8% to 45%) have become repeaters 
even before they come to trial. Some fel¬ 
ons, say the authorities, rob a second 
time in order to pay a lawyer to de¬ 
fend them on the first charge. Others, be- 
' lieving that they will get concurrent 
sentences anyway (meaning that they 
can serve both sentences at the same 
.time), figure that they have nothing to 
lose from another burglary. 

Defenders of the Bail Reform Act 
point out that money bail has always 
been unfair to the poor. The original 
aim of bail was only to assure that a 
man would show up for bis trial, and al¬ 


though the Constitution forbids exces¬ 
sive bail, judges commonly set high 
figures for many crimes. The result is a 
form of preventive detention for the 
poor man who docs not have the cash 
or credit to pay. Pretrial jailing not 
only punishes a man who may be in¬ 
nocent, but effectively prevents him from 
working to pay for his defense. More¬ 
over, studies have shown that when a 
man has been locked up before his 
trial, he is more likely to be convicted 
and get a higher sentence. 

Because the bail system discriminates 
against the poor, Italy, Denmark and 
Sweden do not employ it. In all three na¬ 
tions, however, magistrates have the 
power to detain a man after his arrest. In 
Italy, lawyers have protested that too 
many persons are imprisoned for long 
periods and, if they are later declared in¬ 
nocent, may not recover damages for 
false imprisonment. Even in Britain, 
where a man may obtain his release by 
merely promising to pay bail, judges 
have broad power to lock up persons 
whom they consider dangerous. That 
such a system can be abused has been 
dramatically demonstrated by South Af¬ 
rica, where the ruling white minority 
may imprison for an indefinite time per¬ 
sons accused of “terrorist activities.” 

Police State? The possibility of let¬ 
ting violent men loose on bail to repeat 
their crimes is abhorrent to most citizens. 
But constitutional experts agree .that to 
keep an accused person in prison because 
of a judge’s belief that he may commit a 
crime while at liberty could very well vi¬ 
olate the due-process clause of the Fifth 
Amendment. Jim Martin, president of 
the Dallas County Criminal Bar Associ¬ 
ation, calls it “most certainly the first step 
toward a police state.” Harold Greene,

General Sessions, is among those who 
argue that it is impossible to identify re¬ 
peaters beforehand with any reasonable 
accuracy. Greene claims that judges 
would have to detain "eight, ten or per¬ 
haps more suspects who would not com¬ 
mit crimes while o_ut on bail in order 
to be sure to .keep off the streets the 
one defendant who will.” 

One reason-for the problem is crowd¬ 
ed court calendars. In the District of Co¬ 
lumbia, for example, it takes at least 
ten months to bring a man to trial. 
And the longer the accused is free, the 
stronger the chance that he will be ar¬ 
rested again. Senator Ervin has argued 
that if the time between arrest and trial 
lasted only from six to eight weeks, 
there would be no clamor for preven¬ 
tive detention. Even those who,favor 
the idea believe a man should be de¬ 
tained for only a limited time—which 
would mean that the courts would have- 
to provide quicker trials anyway. 

Another possible solution is closer su¬ 
pervision. of those who are released.. 
This tactic was endorsed last year by' 
the American Bar Association, which 
called on the courts to set curfews for 
certain defendants, to require them to re¬ 
port regularly to court officers and to- 
prohibit them from carrying a weapon 
or other acts that might bring trouble. 
The Vera Institute of Justice, a ’non¬ 
profit research group seeking to mod¬ 
ernize legal procedures, started a trend 
away from money bail in Manhattan, 
is now offering job training and coun¬ 
seling to some of those who are re¬ 
leased on their own word. 

Alternative Remedies. When a man 
violates the terms of his release, the 
A.B.A. agrees it would be reasonable 
to detain him. But the A.B.A. has avoid¬ 
ed endorsing preventive detention in gen¬ 
eral, because “measures short of de¬ 
tention have never been tested.” 

President Nixon may be well advised 
to look into alternative remedies before 
he presents his legislation on preventive 
detention to Congress. In view of the del¬ 
icate constitutional issues involved, the 
Administration could wail to see if any 
other approach will work before pre¬ 
scribing a variety of prevention that, in 
some ways, may turn out to be worse 
than the problem itself.
